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HIV Vaccine 
Work Begins 
at UC Davis

Enthusiastic researchers 
at UC Davis have begun 
work on a number of possi¬ 
ble new ways to prevent 
HIV infection and delay the 
progression of associated 
diseases. 

Ellen Robinson-Haynes, 
spokeswoman for medical sciences 
public affairs at the school, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that AIDS and 
gene therapy researchers at the U. 
C. Davis School of Medicine and 
Medical Center have won a $1.8 
million research grant from the 
U. S. Army for the important work.

Gay Political 
Clubs Say 
Now Is the 
Time for 
Action

Members of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s lesbian and gay 
political clubs will be meet¬ 
ing over the next few 
months to assess the chang¬ 
ing local and national polit¬ 
ical scenes and to plan for 
the next steps in furthering 
gay political goals. 

At the top of the national agenda 
is responding to the Republican 
take-over of Congress and assess¬ 
ing the impact a conservative 
Republican majority will likely 
have on AIDS social policies and 
funding, as well as lesbian and gay 
civil rights issues. Close to the top 
of the local agenda will be laying 
the groundwork for the next may- 
oral race. 

Gay African-American leader 
and political action chair of 
Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action 
Kerrington Osborne said that issues 
of racism and homophobia in the 
progressive political community 
will also be a major focus of 
LG ADDA. 

“Clearly there is racism in the 
gay community and homophobia in 
the African-American community,” 
Osborne said. 

There are also class issues of 
economic disparity and poverty 
that must be acknowledged and 
addressed, he said. 

A civil rights lawyer, Osborne is 
also public policy director of the

Annual Milk/Moscone 
March Next Sunday Night

Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone will be remem¬ 
bered and honored for the 
16th consecutive year with 
a Candlelight March and 
Memorial next Sunday, 
November 27. 

The march, sponsored by the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/ 
Bisexual Democratic Club, gets 
underway in the Castro at 7 p.m. 
and will proceed down Market 
Street to City Hall, as is the long¬ 
standing custom. 

One of the things we can cele¬ 
brate this year, Milk Club 
President Ken Bukowski told the 
B.A.R., is the victory of Sheila 
James Kuehl, an open lesbian who 
won a California Assembly seat. 
Bukowski said he would invite 
Kuehl to join the march, recalling 
that Harvey Milk ran for the 
assembly himself but lost to Art 
Agnos. 

Last year it rained, but even so 
more than a thousand turned out, 
Bukowski said. Marchers can 
bring their own candles or can 
make a small contribution for 
those provided by the club. 

The march commemorates the 
November 27, 1978 murders of 
Supervisor Harvey Milk and 
Mayor George Moscone by former 
Supervisor Dan White. Moscone 
was hit four times by White’s .38 
caliber revolver, and Milk was shot 
five times - twice in the back of the 
head and three times in the chest- 
stomach area. White turned himself 
in to police the same day and 
Dianne Feinstein became mayor. 


Moscone, the liberal mayor, 
and Milk, the city’s first openly 
gay supervisor, were assassinated 
by the disgruntled White, who had 
been a city fireman and policeman 
and who had resigned his post as 
supervisor. 

A spontaneous candlelight pro¬ 
cession down Market Street 
marked the city’s grief on the night 
of the shooting 16 years ago, and a 
memorial has been observed each 
November 27 since then. 

White was found guilty of vol¬ 
untary manslaughter the following 
May and sentenced to eight years. 
He later killed himself with carbon 
monoxide poisoning in the family 
garage. 


“Harvey Milk’s legacy - his 
message of hope, his unswerving 
commitment to justice - continues 
to inspire each new generation of 
lesbian, gay and bisexual people,” 
said A1 Kielwasser, a member of 
the Milk Club’s Executive Board, 
in a statement announcing plans 
for the city’s annual remembrance. 

Kielwasser extended an invita¬ 
tion for everyone to participate in 
the remembrance. 

Shortly after he was elected, 
Milk taped a prophetic message to 
his constituents, Kielwasser 
recalled. “If bullets should ever 
enter my brain,” he said, “let those 
bullets blow open every closet in 
this country.” ▼

AEF Wishes for 
Pennies This Holiday Season

The San Francisco AIDS Emergency Fund will 
attempt to break the world record for coin collec¬ 
tion during the two weeks following World AIDS 
Day (December 1). 

The holiday season fundraising drive is spon¬ 
sored this year by Wells Fargo Bank, which will 
have AEF “Every Penny Counts Project” collec¬ 
tion jars at all its San Francisco branch offices 
beginning Monday, November 14. 

AEF hopes to raise $120,00 in the drive. If the 
non-profit AIDS service organization successfully 
reaches its goal, nearly 72 million pennies 
($720,000) will have been contributed to supple¬ 
ment the income of people with AIDS in San 
Francisco. 

The funds are raised through collection jars 
placed in bars, restaurants, retail stores, and other 
venues throughout San Francisco, including some 
newer locales in financial district offices. 

Jack Murgia, coordinator of the project, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that establishing AEF col¬ 
lection sites in the financial district has allowed 
the agency to reach people who have not been tar¬ 
geted before, who are concerned and want very 
much to contribute. 


Beginning on December 1, the coins will be 
collected at firms throughout the financial district 
and moved to Justin Herman Plaza for display at a 
December 15 ceremony. 

The money raised will be used to pay bills of 
the agency’s clients, typically to cover emergency 
survival needs such as rent, phone, or utilities. 

AEF pays up to $500 in household bills per 
year for cash-strapped clients, and has provided 
assistance to more than 5,000 people with HIV 
and AIDS since it began in 1987. 

“We’re serving 35 clients a day in our office 
now,” said Murgia. He also told the B.A.R. that 
although some California Federal Bank branch¬ 
es have AEF jars, the kind of total support now 
provided by Wells Fargo is a first for the fund, 
which has begun to reach out to corporate char¬ 
ities. So far the Every Penny Counts Project has 
been enormously popular; people have con¬ 
tributed over $600,000 to AEF through the jars. 

“It taps the compassionate response of people 
who want to give, people who are not directly 
affected in the sense that they have a lover or 
friend who is ill, but who may casually know 
someone,” Murgia said. “It taps good old San 
Franciscan compassion.” ▼ 


Shades Project Provides 
Smoke, Mirrors, and Much More

Take a common item - not 
too expensive - make a work of 
art out of it, sell it, and give all 
of the proceeds to the AIDS 
Emergency Fund. 

That summarizes the suc¬ 
cessful and innovative Shades 
Project, now in its fourth year 
and entering its ninth sales 
effort. 

The Shades Project is a 
unique program in which peo¬ 
ple who want to help raise 
funds for AIDS create works of 
art on window shades, which 
are then sold at charity auction. 
The media used in the past to 
suit individual artists’ visions 
have included rice paper, bam¬ 
boo, fabric, photo-collage, oils. 


magic markers, spray paints, 
stencils, paper cut-outs, and cal¬ 
ligraphy. The most popular size 
is 32 inches by 60 inches, but 
any window size is acceptable. 

Organizers are once again 
issuing a call for shades, this 
time for “Shades Project 
9/Smoke and Mirrors.” Any and 
all variations are welcomed and 
encouraged, they say. 

The completed shades will 
be displayed and silent-bid auc¬ 
tions will be held at various 
business locations and gay bars 
in the city, beginning December 
1 and ending December 8. 

There have been eight previ¬ 
ous sales during the past four 
years, raising roughly $15,000 
for the AIDS Emergency Fund. 

The deadline for entering 


artistic shades is Tuesday, 
November 29. The project pro¬ 
vides bidding boxes and bid 
forms to participating venues, 
including the Lone Star Saloon 
and the Hole in the Wall Saloon, 
South of Market. 

Richard Carron and Willie

Rohana Doc Says Prognosis is Good

Shooting victim Victor Rohana 
appeared at a press conference on 
Monday, November 14 - three days 
after he was released from Davies 
Medical Center - to thank his care¬ 
givers and well-wishers. 

Rohana had been hospitalized in 
the Castro-area medical facility since 
October 28, when he was shot in an 
anti-gay attack on Waller Street. 

Rohana and a friend were return¬ 
ing to the friend’s car after eating 
dinner at a Market Street restaurant 
when they were harassed by two 
men in a white Suzuki Samurai. 

According to Rohana’s friend, 
one of the men in the jeep-type vehi¬ 
cle asked the couple why they were 
holding hands and began taunting 
them. 

As the couple began walking up 
Waller Street, the driver of the car 
drove up the street, pulled into a 
driveway, turned the car around, and 
drove down the sidewalk, pinning 
Rohana between the car and a 
Waller Street building. The passen¬ 
ger then shot Rohana. 

Rohana’s friend drove the victim 
to Davies for emergency treatment. 

Rohana told the press that he was 
initially concerned with staying 
alive, and didn’t think much about 
the motives of the person who tried 
to kill him. 

“At the moment I just wanted to 
save my life. Now that I’ve gotten 
better after such hard times. I’ve 
thought about why he shot me. I 
think there was no reason at all for 
him to do it. He was looking at me 


and calling me ‘faggot.’ I said noth¬ 
ing and tried to walk away. And then 
he shot me. It all happened in ten 
seconds,” Rohana said. 

The 24-year-old art student and 
part-time model suffered a collapsed 
lung, a pierced diaphragm, and a 
shattered spleen in the attempted 
murder. 

According to Davies Medical 
Center Emergency Department 
Medical Director Dr. Brian 
Friedman, M.D., Rohana’s injuries 
were “life-threatening and could 
have been fatal.” 

Friedman said that because 
physicians were forced to remove 
the young man’s spleen, Rohana 
will always be at risk for certain 
bacterial infections - but also said 
that Rohana’s youth and strength 
were on his side and “his prognosis 
is good.” 

A $20,000 reward has been 
established by Mayor Frank Jordan 
and District Attorney Arlo Smith for 
information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of Rohana’s assailants. 

A search of state Department of 
Mother Vehicle computer records 
for registered Suzuki Samurai vehi¬ 
cles in Alameda, San Francisco, and 
San Mateo County is underway by 
the police department Hate Crimes 
Unit. 

Although most of Rohana’s 
expenses for medical care are 
expected to be covered through a 
state victims’ fund, a trust fund on 
his behalf is being established 
through the Department of Public 
Health and Community United 
Against Violence. T

A gay Castro district mer¬ 
chant who says he can make a 
better living in the gay- 
unfriendly midwest has thrown 
in the towel and will be board¬ 
ing up his shop next month to 
return to Nebraska. 

Phil Hogan, owner of 
Husbands, a boutique on 18th 
Street, told the B.A.R. he made 
the decision even before a bur¬ 
glar broke his shop’s window 
with a glass juice bottle in the 
early morning hours of Monday, 
November 14. 

“The alarm went off at 4:30 
in the morning and the alarm 
company called the police and 
then called me,” Hogan said. 

“There was glass all over the 
T-shirts, and the card rack was 
overturned and busted. Several 
lamps in the store were also 
damaged. There was between 
12 and 15 hundred dollars in 
damaged property. 

“They never got money.” 

The incident happened an 
hour and a half after Rolo on 
Market Street had its front win¬ 
dow shattered in a break-in. 

Hogan said he wants other 
Castro merchants to know his 
opinion, that the area is fated to 
end up like drug- and crime-rid¬ 
den Polk Street. He said the 
growing presence of hard-core 
panhandlers, and an increase of 
crime in the area, are bad signs 
- and sure signs the area needs 
more police and more law 
enforcement. 

A booster of the private 
police patrol specials in the 
area, Hogan told the Bay Area

Reporter that he did not under¬ 
stand why more merchants 
failed to support the private 
police patrol. 

“People better wake up. 
We’re not going to have Castro 
Street much longer; it’s going to 
be like Polk Street with $300 
storefronts,” he said. 

The attempted burglary is the 
latest in a series of incidents in 
the Castro. 

“You feel like you’ve been 
violated,” Hogan said of his 
post-robbery feelings. “It just 
makes you mad and you hate it. 
You feel like someone’s gone 
through your personal things.”

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Cohen Residence To Be 
Launched with Reception 
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Still making history: this landmark house on Dolores Street 
will soon be the site of the Richard M. Cohen Residence, 
SFs first licensed residence for homeless people with AIDS.

On December 10 a presti¬ 
gious and historic home and 
carriage house, situated on a 
palm-lined boulevard, will open 
as The Cohen Residence, San 
Francisco’s first licensed resi¬ 
dence for homeless people with 
AIDS. The residence, located at 
220 Dolores Street, is named in 
memory of Richard M. (Rick) 
Cohen, a San Francisco real 
estate broker who died of AIDS 
in 1991. 

The house and carriage 
house are among the oldest in 
San Francisco, built in the 
1850s, and are recognized city 
historic landmarks. Dolores 
Street Community Services 
purchased the residence in July 
of 1991 with a grant from the 
San Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency. Cohen’s estate provid¬ 
ed a significant portion of the 
funds needed to renovate the 
property, according to Charles 
F. Anderson, president of the 
board of directors, and Alvin H. 
Baum, co-chair of the ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremony and reception 
to open the house next month. 

The ceremonies will begin at 
the residence at 11 a.m., and 
will be followed by a reception 
from 12:30 p.m. to 2:30 p.m. at 
Grace Fellowship Community 
Church, located across the 
street at Sixteenth and Dolores. 
Tickets to the reception, which 
will benefit the non-profit facil¬ 
ity, range from $25 to $1,000. 
Luncheon will be donated by 
local restaurants; all contribu¬ 
tions will go to support the 
Cohen Residence. 


Ten men and women with 
AIDS who need 24-hour assis¬ 
tance with daily living will be 
accommodated when the facili¬ 
ty opens in mid-December. 

Rents at the residence are 
subsidized by HUD, according 
to Laura McLatchy, project 
manager for the new residence, 
and priority will be given to 
homeless men and women. 

The facility will have ten 
bedrooms, five bathrooms, two 
sitting rooms, a dining room, 
and kitchen. The main floor of 
the house will be wheelchair 


accessible. The property also 
enjoys an extensive garden. 

The Cohen Residence is 
licensed as a residential care 
facility for the chronically ill, a 
new state licensing category for 
facilities housing people with 
AIDS, McLatchy said. Staff 
will provide three meals daily 
and will monitor medicinal and 
support service needs. T

A Positive Attitude 
Toward Better Health

A San Francisco gay man is starting a non¬ 
profit patient advocacy organization for people 
with HIV infection who, like him, are fed up with 
uninformed physicians and assembly-line medical 
care. 

The driving force behind the new “Positive, 
Inc.” is Chris King, a 25-year-old West Virginia 
transplant with a formidable stack of research and 
clinical trial reports and publication credits to his 
name, including abstracts presented in 1992 and 
1993 at the International AIDS Conferences in 
Berlin and Amsterdam. King told the B.A.R. that 
he envisions Positive, Inc. as a unique service that 
will make the latest information about AIDS treat¬ 
ment available, and help to facilitate clients’ 
access to that care. 

“I think what I’m doing is a step beyond what 
anybody else has done,” King said. “Getting peo¬ 
ple ready for their doctor’s appointments.” 

King’s goal is to provide clients with up-to- 
date information about treatment options, and to 
educate clients to understand how best to commu¬ 
nicate with their healthcare providers about their 
concerns and needs. 

“I get so sick of horror stories about certain 
health maintenance organizations in town that 
don’t offer the best prophylaxis for HIV pneumo¬ 
nia,” King said. 

“Someone needs to advocate for the patient.” 

But Positive, Inc. is not a substitute for medical 
advice or care. King told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“Clients must have a primary care physician. 
We don’t practice medicine,” he said. 

“This is an adjunct to primary care. We have 
one-to-one discussions about a client’s options. 
We provide literature about treatments and pro¬ 


vide a follow-up summary that’s mailed out the 
next day.” 

And, King says, there’s a great need for such 
advocacy within the gay community, even in San 
Francisco, because many people have a hard time 
deciphering the complexi¬ 
ties of AIDS from physiol¬ 
ogy to treatment. 

“So what do you do when 
your physician only gives 
you 15 minutes and you 
don’t know what to ask? 

“I want to provide 
focused patient advocacy 
that discusses pros and 
cons of treatments and 
empowers people,” King 
said. 

“AIDS Treatment News is 
excellent for discussing all 
the approaches for treat¬ 
ments. It’s the best treat¬ 
ment issues publication in the country, but what 
they don’t do is individualize it,” King said. 

“Project Information has a hotline, but there’s 
no place where someone can say, ‘This is what’s 
going on with me,’ and discuss it.” 

King, a former assistant director of research for 
Conant Medical Group, is seeking funding for the 
non-profit venture, which he said is in the start-up 
phase: IRS tax-exempt status is pending, but the 
advocacy group has received its articles of incor¬ 
poration for the state of California. ▼

The $8 beer bust and raffle, produced 
by Creative Productions, will raise funds for AIDS 
Benefit Counselors, an independent non-profit 
organization that provides employee and other 
benefits counseling and advocacy to an estimated 
2,000 people with AIDS and HIV a year. 

According to ABC president Kenneth Emery, 
the agency helped gamer more than $2.5 million 
in annual income replacement benefits for people 
whose illnesses prevent them from working or 
seeking work; more than 600 clients also received 
subsidies to pay health insurance premiums val¬ 
ued at $1.6 million. 

According to the benefit’s co-producer Ray 
Tilton, whether a person with HIV or AIDS has 
disability or healthcare benefits makes a critical 
difference in their lives. 

“It makes a difference a lot of times between 
being homeless and not,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

In addition to disability counseling, client 
advocacy, telephone advice, and care provider 
training, the agency also provides pre-disability 


counseling for people with HIV who are working 
and relatively healthy, to plan for the possibility of 
future illness. 

Longtime AIDS advocate Paul Causey was 
recently named executive director of the agency, 
which has an annual budget of $400,000. 

The two-part S.F. Eagle fundraiser will include 
entertainment by DMQ, Lana Cardessa and 
entourage, Clarence Franks, JJ Van Dyck, Brad 
Cavalier, Nova Lei, Eric Hernandez, Jim Ward, 
and Kitty Glamour with the Leather Daddies of 
San Francisco and Fantasymen of Creative 
Talents. 

Other entertainers include the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, Jungle Red, Anita Martini, 
Scott Stewart, Michelle, Fuji with Community 
Celebrity Men, Nova Lei with Mark Roach, and 
Storm. And that isn’t even the complete list. 

International Mr. Leather 1992 Lenny Broberg, 
International Ms. Leather 1988 Shan Carr and 
Miss Gay San Francisco 1993 Donna Sachet will 
emcee the event. 

According to Lei, more than 40 prizes will be 
raffled off during the three-hour action-packed 
fundraiser. It will begin at 8 p.m. at the S.F. Eagle, 
located at 12th and Harrison. T

ing. 

Carron calls it “our equivalent of a 
quilt.” He says it is an “extremely grass 
roots” project conducted on a “venue by 
venue basis.” 

Organizers have tried to keep the 
Shades Project “as apolitical as possi¬ 
ble,” Carron told the B.A.R. “There’s no 
ego here.” 

But the Shades Project is simple and 
effective and does provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for living people to express them¬ 
selves. It has become a principal fund 
raiser for the AIDS Emergency Fund, 
which gets 100 percent of all sales. 

High bidders will be notified, Carron 
said. Contributing artists are encouraged 
to check to see how much their shade 
brings in. Payment can be made by check 
or credit card to the AIDS Emergency 
Fund. T

San Francisco police responded quickly to the scene of 
the crime, Hogan said - but he’s sick of what he says is a 
deteriorating situation in the Castro and wants out. 

“I’m going back to the midwest and open up a shop. 
I’ll be the only one there with gay items in three states,” 
Hogan said. 

Hogan originally opened Husbands in September of 
1993. He had been negotiating for a lease on a Castro 
Street site - but said that he was outbid by yet another 
chain store that offered the landlord more money. 

The store - a sunglasses outlet - would only cut into 
the trade of other merchants, he complained. 

“We all sell sunglasses. There are 14 chain stores 
down here on Castro. This neighborhood never mattered 
to anybody before but our community, and now they all 
want a piece of it. It’s very sad,” Hogan said. 

Hogan also said he was very frustrated by the lack of 
support in the community for his business, that he was 
constantly solicited by non-profit lesbian and gay agen¬ 
cies for fundraisers for community causes, and that he 
learned not many people gave back what they received. 

“It has to be a two way street,” Hogan said. 

“Every organization hit us up for money. We gave 
more than $4,000 combined, but in the last few months 
when I said no, they would get mad.” ▼

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EDITORIAL 


All We Want for Christmas 
Is a Gay Agenda 



ast week’s election returns have made it obvious that a 
terrible New World Order lies ahead, so we think it might 
be time to rethink a few of the old ones. 

Here at the cusp of the Dole/Gingrich era - no, that 
nightmare has not yet really begun; this current unpleas¬ 
ant Republican behavior is occurring even before the 
commencement of their power, which gives a small idea 
of how odious their rule will be once it gets underway - 
it’s obvious we in the lesbian and gay community are 
going to have to do something about The Gay Agenda. 
We’re going to have to stop denying one exists (even 
though it doesn’t) and then form one! 

The religious right speaks of a mythic and monolithic 
gay agenda because the agenda of the people who hate us 
is rock-solid, thank you very much, and they can’t imag¬ 
ine anyone going into battle without one. It would never 
occur to them, even to the ones who are most contemp¬ 
tuous of us, that we could be stupid enough to have no 
agenda, and that rather than giving it the consideration it 
is due, we have gone about treating it like a joke. It isn’t. 

Still, we have labored on without one, and it shows: 
the past few years have seen less preparation than blus¬ 
ter in our community; too many speeches by the leaders 
of our organizations about, for example, NAFTA and 
capitalism, and too few outlining specific courses of 
action to win and keep our civil liberties; too many 
activist meetings breaking down over “processing” fric¬ 
tion within the groups’ memberships. Too much distrac¬ 
tion. Not enough action. 

And through it all, the term “gay agenda” somehow 
kept getting dirtier and dirtier, as though there were 
something wrong with knowing what we wanted and fig¬ 
uring out the best way to get there. There isn’t. 


Since we’re going to have to live with the GOP’s land¬ 
slide, we keep reminding ourselves that forest wildfires 
renew even as they devastate and kill. Without the odd 
lightning strike, deadwood would never get cleared away 
and new growth would be impossible. Frankly, a lot of 
Congressional Democrats were deadwood, and their 


removal may let some more light and air get in to better 
candidates. Still, it will only be good riddance to bad 
rubbish if they are replaced by something better. 

It’s obvious that the GOP-controlled Congress is 
going to misbehave for the next 24 months at least, and 
will probably annoy those voters already angry about 
gridlock. It’s possible they could suffer a huge defeat of 
their own in two or four years. Now is the time to start 
getting candidates ready for those elections. There are 
other Harvey Milks and Sheila James Kuehls out there, 
and they must come forward. 

JFK’s aphorism still rings true. Now more than ever, 
ask what you can do for your country. 

Speaking of Harvey Milk, the candlelight march in his 
honor this weekend will pass within a few feet of the 
intersection of Waller and Market. That’s the spot where 
a car pinned a gay man against a building a couple of 
weeks ago, long enough for its passenger to dispassion¬ 
ately fire a bullet at his heart. It’s clear the kind of homo- 
phobic violence that cut down Milk, our first gay super¬ 
visor, is still out there threatening everyone’s life today. 

We hope to see thousands of marchers this weekend, 
remembering Milk, reclaiming the comer of Waller and 
Market, and, because there is strength in numbers, intro¬ 
ducing ourselves to each other and getting a sense of our 
own unharnessed power. 

And there will be more work to do - much more - to 
build that power when the march is over. Evidence 
abounds that anything is possible in politics; who ever 
would have believed that the Watergate party would be 
so powerful again so soon? If people like that can do it, 
certainly we progressives can too. We’re smarter and 
tougher - we have to be - and if we just apply ourselves 
as though it were a life-and-death situation we may avert 
one. 

Or we can continue to go along without an agenda, 
but we do so at great risk. “If you fail to prepare,” goes 
the old proverb, “you prepare to fail.” The proof is out 
there, if anyone has the stomach to look. ▼

Earthbound Angels 

After reading the B.A.R. reviews of Tony 
Kushner’s Angels in America I wondered if I saw the 
same plays that Chad Jones (Millennium Approaches) 
and Robert Julian (Perestroika) saw. While there is 
much to admire in the playwright’s very funny and 
sometimes eloquent writing, I found ACT’s earth- 
bound Angels production a major disappointment. 

Word from New York is that it all worked much 
better on Broadway, and the PBS documentary 
seemed to support that. But ACT’s Eurotrash produc¬ 
tion emphasized rather than diminished the play’s 
inherent problems. The writing hangs on the zingy 
one-liner. Every time we get into a serious scene 
someone makes a wisecrack, which gives the play a 
clever but superficial tone. A friend commented it’s 
like a Neil Simon play with occasional dramatic relief. 

The critics disagreed on Garret Dillahunt’s Prior. 
Fair enough, but Robert Julian criticized him and 
praised Mark Wing-Davey’s direction. A good direc¬ 
tor would have guided an actor of Dillahunt’s obvi¬ 
ous capabilities into a more modulated performance. 
Part of the problem lies in the writing of Prior, which 
tends to lack depth, a problem with Louis and Cohn, 
too. The only characters who really transformed 
were the Mormons. We need to see others have a 
major shift in consciousness, preferably Prior and 
Louis. The Epilogue was the most honest scene in 
the production because it was the first time the char¬ 
acters dropped their posturing and became real peo¬ 
ple. In the end I felt abandoned, like a character in a 
Greek tragedy waiting for the Angel of Bethesda to 
return like some deus ex machina to save the world. 

Some scenes were staged so far downstage the 
balcony couldn’t see, and some were staged so far 
upstage on a balcony, sections of the orchestra 
couldn’t see. Lights glared in the audience’s eyes, 
distorted sound overwhelmed actors. Perhaps Wing- 
Davey’s been inspired by the late Jean Pierre 
Ponnelle’s anti-audience productions at the Met. 
The only moment of real theatrical magic was the 
final Bethesda Fountain. A surreal play whose 
premise rests on the message of an angel cries out 
for a production that’s luminous. I question the wis¬ 
dom of such an impractical, unworkable set in such 
a technically inadequate theater, when it could have 
been much more effective with just props, lighting 
and scrims. One wonders what kind of standard 
your critics are using in praising the production. 

Mr. Julian’s statement that this is the most impor¬ 
tant American drama since Death of a Salesman is 
highly questionable. American dramas that have 
premiered on Broadway since 1949 have included 
O’Neill’s Long Day’s Journey Into Night and A 
Touch of the Poet, Miller’s The Crucible and A View 
from the Bridge, and Williams’ Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof and Sweet Bird of Youth. I hope he isn’t taking 
cues from that philistine of The New York Times, 
Frank Rich, who said Angels was the greatest play 
of his adult life (that’s only the last 20 years). While 
Tony Kushner is obviously very talented, he has 
quite a way to go before joining the company of the 
holy trinity of the American theater. Let’s hope he 
gets better productions from here on out. He 
deserves it and a more honest appraisal of his work.

Leather Reform 

In a previous letter to the community we might 
have been misunderstood. We had no intention of 
accusing any person, group, or organization directly 
or through inference of impropriety or theft. 

We as title holders have heard through comments 
made by the “old Guard’ ? and the “new Generation” 
of leathermen that something is wrong with the way 
title contests, fundraisers and other productions are 
conducted.

More and higher quality 
entrants per contest. 3. Ease the task of accountabil¬ 
ity for contestants scoring, funds raised and expens¬ 
es incurred. When you have more openness and 
involvement in the community you will eliminate 
suspicion and rumor. 

But, as we have stated all along what we desire is 
to open a community discussion to all potential 
solutions to these problems. The fundraising efforts 
of our leather community outshine all others. But to 
ignore these problems runs the risk of us losing the 
benefits of all past services performed and the 
destruction of our leadership selection process.

- work its way down to community groups does not 
justify their continued presence. Local merchants 
are so terrified by the prospect of Halloween night 
that most of them close their doors early and pray 
their businesses won’t be vandalized or sprayed 
with graffiti. 

The truth is, this event is out of control and it’s 
only a matter of time before someone is killed at 
this “party.” Why hasn’t someone asked those of us 
who live and work in the Castro if we want this to 
continue? Why does this event continue to get a 
permit when everyone I know who lives in the 
neighborhood tries to escape the nightmare? Why 
does the lesbian and gay community feel it must 
surrender its streets to outsiders who dis the neigh¬ 
borhood and its residents? And where is the petition 
drive to stop this event or move it elsewhere? Sign 
me up!

Halloween Mayhem 

I’m writing to follow up on your article (B.A.R., 
November 3) entitled Halloween Turns Scary. I am 
surprised that no one at San Francisco Gay Men s 
Chorus was contacted about the Halloween in the 
Castro “nightmare.” For the past three years, the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus has been in charge of 
providing the volunteers to work each of the gated 
money-collection entrances - a total of 100 volun¬ 
teers. This year we were able to gather 65 of our 
members, so I contacted Tom di Maria, the Executive 
Director of GLAAD, who had expressed interest in 
participating in Halloween, and contracted GLAAD 
to provide the remaining 35 volunteers necessary. In 
return for this GLAAD will be given a percentage of 
SFGMC’s portion of the proceeds from the event. 

It was up to Tom di Maria and me to make the 
rounds to each gate throughout the night to monitor 
our volunteers. Being out in that crowd from 5pm- 
lam gave us a first-hand look at the nightmare as it 
unfolded. From our perspective, it was the following 
factors that contributed to much of what went 
wrong: 

• Obviously, the lack of CUAV volunteers that 
you mentioned in the article was an overwhelming 
issue. Leaving the 100 SFGMC and GLAAD volun¬ 
teers collecting thousands of dollars and trying to 
take dangerous objects away from those passing 
through the gates with no safety backup put us in an 
automatically high risk situation. 

• In addition to that inadequacy, the police, who 
were our only security back-up, were either rudely 
disinterested when we asked for help or simply not 
to be found anywhere nearby. This was not the case 
at every gate, but was for the majority of them. 

• The problems were further compounded by the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, who had told me 
that they would have at least one Sister to monitor 
each gate. In fact there was Sister presence at only 
one gate over the course of the entire evening. I 
went to the Sisters’ headquarters a number of times, 
telling them we were desperate for assistance, and 
those I spoke with insisted they were all busy and 
had to remain near the stage. 

The dangerous combination of the above factors 
and an often violent crowd made it nearly an impos¬ 
sible situation for our volunteers. How could 100 vol¬ 
unteers alone try to maintain any kind of control over 
the estimated 300,000 people that passed through our 
gates? There were fights that broke out in the crowd 
almost every ten minutes, and people were continual¬ 
ly bringing in guns, weapons, or various sharp 
objects. Many of our volunteers were physically 
attacked by people trying to take money from the col¬ 
lection baskets, and even more had glass bottles or 
other objects thrown at them. One volunteer was even 
clubbed over the head while a policeman stood and 
watched, taking no action whatsoever. 

The lack of support that SFGMC and GLAAD 
received from the police, the CUAV organization 
(excluding the 14 safety monitors who were actual¬ 
ly present), and members of the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence; and the fact that every year a larger por¬ 
tion of the crowd is made up of hostile gawkers and 
bashers - the combination of these factors have 
solidified my decision on behalf of SFGMC that we 
will not be a part of future Halloween in the Castro 
celebrations.

The Halloween Nightmare 

In the past, I have been frequent and vocal critic 
of both CUAV and the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence. For once, however, I must come to their 
defense. Neither group is responsible for the lack of 
safety monitor volunteers at this year’s event. It is 
my understanding that they did the appropriate out¬ 
reach to the community and the community simply 
did not respond. The Parade Committee had the 
same problem this year with volunteer participation. 

This is not to say that there are not problems with 
both the Sisters’ and CUAV’s approach to producing 
and monitoring Halloween in the Castro. Neither 
group has the professional skills to produce an event 
of this size (300,000 people) and complexity. Add to 
that the increasing number of trouble makers, shoot¬ 
ings, knifings, beatings, and you have a recipe for 
disaster. Despite safety monitoring and police, every 
year Halloween in the Castro teeters precariously on 
the verge of a near riot, particularly after midnight 
when alcohol consumption has reached its peak and 
the crowd is virtually uncontrollable. 

It is time the Sisters and CUAV and other inter¬ 
ested groups, on behalf of the community, have the 
event professionally produced and monitored. I real¬ 
ize this is anathema to some, but they need to get 
over it. With stepped up enforcement of the no 
weapons/no bottles rule as well as professional 
entrance fee collections, it is possible to make 
Halloween in the Castro a safer and more profitable 
event for our community.

The Right Makes Might 

I 


f last Tuesday’s national 
| election proved anything 
| (beyond that Bill Clinton 
has a lot of fence-mending 
to do before the ’96 election), it 
confirmed beyond question that 
the national Republican Party is 
now owned lock, stock, and bar¬ 
rel by the right-wing Christian 
Coalition. Clearly, in race after 
race, in states across the country, 
Republicans have to admit that 
the Christian right is the reason 
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their party was so successful in 
the GOP wipe-out of Democrats. 

Exit polls in numerous states 
where the GOP was most victo¬ 
rious showed that religious 
ultra-conservatives accounted 
for a third of all votes cast. Of 
these, 68 percent backed 
Republicans in Senate races and 
an even higher proportion in 
gubernatorial races. 

Not a group to downplay 
their influence, the Christian 
Coalition, which claims more 
than one million members, orga¬ 
nized a major get-out-the-vote 
effort, distributing some 35 mil¬ 
lion pieces of campaign litera¬ 
ture the weekend prior to the 
election, much of it through 
churches. Crowing about their 
political clout this week, 
spokespersons for the coalition 
bragged that “pro-family, pro¬ 
life candidates scored victory 
after victory in virtually every 
region in the nation,” further 
claiming that evangelical 
Christian voters provided the 
margin of victory for all 
Republicans who won with 53 
percent of the vote or less. 

The Christian Coalition 
pushes “moral” issues such as 
prayer in schools and “family 
values,” while adamantly oppos¬ 
ing gay rights, abortion, and sex 
education. The group openly 
declared that although their 
favorite soldier, Oliver North, 
went down to defeat in Virginia, 
they swept eight new senators 
into office, including a seat in 
Oklahoma (previously held by a 
Democrat) where the GOP win¬ 
ner told voters that “this race is 
about God, gays, and guns.” 

In addition to the new sena¬ 
tors who owe their election to 
the Christian right, the next 
Congress will see 43 new House 
members (all Republicans) 
deemed “pro-life, pro-family, 
anti-gay” by the Christian 
Coalition. However, while clear¬ 
ly pleased at the help they got 
from the Christian right, some 
GOP leaders were already 
attempting to downplay the 
influence of the “white born- 
again Christians” both in the 


Congress and within the 
Republican Party. 

Even Bob Dole and Newt 
Gingrich are aware that when it 
comes to presidential elections, 
the scary religious right can be 
as big a hindrance as a help - the 
memory of the 1992 Pat 
Robertson/Pat Buchanan-led 
GOP convention is still fresh in 
the minds of Republican lead¬ 
ers. While the religious conserv¬ 
atives appear very anxious to 
take control of Republican poli¬ 
tics, it remains to be seen how 
their new-found power will play 
itself out in Congress. 

Election aftermath 

Despite the GOP landslide 
last week, some key victories 
gave gay rights activists reason

to take heart. Democrat Sheila 
James Kuehl of Santa Barbara’s 
41st Assembly District became 
the first openly gay member of 
the California Legislature, and a 
number of other gay and lesbian 
state legislators won in several 
other races around the country. 

The lesbian/gay community 
suffered a defeat, however, when 
the GOP tsunami in California 
snatched a victory from Tony 
Miller in the secretary of state 
contest; he lost by only about 
40,000 votes, less than one per¬ 
cent. Likewise, the GOP land¬ 
slide in New York state barely 
defeated lesbian attorney Karen 
Burstein, the Democratic nomi¬ 
nee for attorney general. 

Openly gay candidates won 
election to the Superior Court in 
Los Angeles and San Diego, and 
anti-gay rights measures in both 
Oregon and Idaho lost, though by 
small margins. Some well- 
known candidates, such as Oliver 
North, who made his anti-gay 
stance an issue in his campaign, 
also lost high-profile races. 

Clearly, in most cases, one’s 
sexuality is becoming less and 
less an issue; openly gay 


Congressmembers Gerry Studds 
and Barney Frank from 
Massachusetts and semi-closeted 
Representative Steve Gunderson, 
a Republican from Wisconsin, 
were easily re-elected. 
Incidentally, Frank, who has in 
the past been the target of anti¬ 
gay campaigns, won re-election 
without facing an opponent; 
Republicans didn’t even bother 
to put up a candidate against him. 

Locally, bucking a national 
trend, the progressives did very 
well, showing the country that 
San Francisco remains a liberal 
bastion. Three gays - Migden, 
Leal and Ammiano - will be 
supervisors, and the only 
Republican on the board, the 
mayor’s goddaughter Annemarie 
Conroy, was defeated. Apparently 
that $82 million wasn’t enough. 

Indeed, the local elections 
made national news on Sunday 
when Tim Russert, the modera¬ 
tor of NBC’s Meet the Press, 
mentioned that “while the rest of 
the country was voting out 
Democrats by the score, San 
Francisco voters kicked the only 
Republican on their Board of 
Supervisors out. Tells you a lot 
about San Francisco.” 

One of the big questions 
around City Hall this week is 
how did Kevin Shelley manage 
to beat out the better-financed 
Carole Migden for the presiden¬ 
cy of the board? Migden’s poll¬ 
sters continually assured her she 
would come in first; however, 
one of her loyalists recently com¬ 
plained to me that “Carole was 
always thinking too much about 
running for mayor. She can stop 
thinking about that now.” 
Shelley, who I am told has been 
considering taking on Bill Maher 
for the Assembly nomination, 
will now no doubt be urged by 
the anti-Jordan forces to take a 
look at next year’s mayoral race. 

Oregon voters last week not 
only defeated an anti-gay propo¬ 
sition, they also passed a mea¬ 
sure that will allow doctors to 
hasten death for the terminally 
ill - the first state to do so. 

The Democrats are now fran¬ 
tically searching for someone to 
replace outgoing National 
Committee Chairperson David 
Wilhelm, and some of her 
California supporters are push¬ 
ing Kathleen Brown. 
Oklahoma’s losing Democratic 
senatorial candidate David 
McCurdy is also a possibility. 

Look for GOP Assemblyman 
Jim Brulte of Rancho 
Cucamonga to replace Willie 
Brown as Assembly Speaker if 
the current one-vote Republican 
lead holds up in the lower house 
in Sacramento.

ou don’t need a trio of 
witches to know that 
something’s rotten in 
the state of the union. 
Where’s Lady Macbeth when 
you need her? 

Thanks to the recent elec¬ 
tions, some recipes for disaster 
are stewing in both the state and 
federal legislatures, and I don’t 
know which makes me sicker - 
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the fact that people actually 
chose to propel the Republicans 
and their hate-filled agenda to 
power or the victorious candi¬ 
dates themselves. I have always 
believed in coming out so that 
others could put a face on the 
word “lesbian,” so they could 
see us all as people, not as 
walking sexualities. So, on 
election eve, as the television 
flashed numbers, predictions, 
percentages, and precincts, I 
kept trying to put faces to those 
numbers, and as a consequence, 
I grew sadder and sadder. I 
found no consolation in know¬ 
ing that “the people had spo¬ 
ken.” 

I won’t add my version of 
what the people’s “message” 
was, because, in this case, the 
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medium is the message, i.e., the 
politicians and policies voted 
in. 

And even if not all individu¬ 
als voted or if some never real¬ 
ly understood what single¬ 
payer health care is, plenty of 
informed and faithful citizens 
ushered in this Republican 
sweep. And while Dianne 
Feinstein is hardly my kind of 
liberal, she’s proven herself an 
effective senator and an indi¬ 
vidual of integrity and compas¬ 
sion. In contrast, I never heard a 
word from Michael 
Huffmgton’s lips or saw a word 
of his in print that didn’t echo 
with emptiness or slither with 
disingenuousness. Those thou¬ 
sands of votes he received came 
from thousands of people, fel¬ 
low citizens, people I see on the 
streets, each with a face, maybe 
a family and, I’m sure, a story. 

I imagined a parlor full of 
Log Cabin Club members 
somewhere in the city celebrat¬ 
ing their party’s election tri¬ 
umph, and I tried to put faces 
on them, tried to see them as 
fellow citizens whose lives 
have shaped their individual 
beliefs and values, tried to 
understand their often echoed 
“fiscal conservative, social lib¬ 
eral” position. 

Frighteningly 

draconian 

But there’s nothing socially 
liberal about “three strikes and 
you’re out” - although the 
phrase has a sporty machismo 
to it. What’s socially liberal 
about denying education and 
medical care to human beings, 
regardless of their citizenship? 
Demanding that teachers and 
medical professionals do the 
job of INS agents is frighten¬ 
ingly draconian and, it seems to 
me, in violation of the 
Hippocratic oath. While law¬ 
makers once thought it prudent 
to prohibit “cruel and unusual 
punishment” for convicted 
criminals, our majority toler¬ 
ates - indeed, legislates - the 
cruel and unusual living condi¬ 
tions that plague those citizens 
guilty of having no homes, no 
money, no jobs, no health insur¬ 
ance. 


If voters want to be fiscally 
conservative, then shouldn’t 
they invest in education, not 
incarceration? Won’t doing 
away with the death penalty 
save the state in legal fees, as 
plea after plea ties up the 
courts? When will eyes open up 
to the inextricable link between 
social issues and fiscal ones? 
The “fiscal conservative, social 
liberal” configuration is oxy- 
moronic, at best. Whatever hap¬ 
pened to the belief that one’s 
conviction was measured by 
putting one’s money where 
one’s mouth is? The GOP, at its 
most liberal, gives only lip ser¬ 
vice to social justice. At its 
worst - and most popular, if 
this election is any measure - 
the Republican platform is set 
on a foundation of hatred. 

And to anyone in the Log 
Cabin Club or any other gay 
and lesbian organization for 
that matter, who believes that 
we’re not on the short list of 
easy targets, you deserve the 
Republican sweep. 

Despite the dirty campaigns, 
most Republicans won with 
clean victories. I keep telling 
myself not to be such a sore 
loser. I don’t want my disillu¬ 
sionment with the electoral 
process - the campaign costs, 
the two-party monopoly, the 
referendum rhetoric aimed at 
confusing voters, the scape¬ 
goating of the powerless - to 
reflect only my disgust with the 
election results. 

I want to believe in democ¬ 
racy - the worst form of gov¬ 
ernment except for all the rest, 
right? I want faith in the bal¬ 
ance of power and electoral 
process, even when my opin¬ 
ions come up on the minority 
end of the stick time and time 
again. But as I try to make 
sense of it all, as I grope for rea¬ 
sons to trust that my govern¬ 
ment will work “for liberty and 
justice for all,” which includes 
me, all I can do is return to the 
enigmatic pronouncement of 
those three witches who con¬ 
front Macbeth: “Fair is foul, 
and foul is fair.” 

The witches, of course, get 
to extract themselves from the 
stench of earthly social and 
political arrangements, letting 
the human beings play out their 
power trips as the witches 
“hover through the fog and 
filthy air” (could that be 
California?) to their stage exit. 

Well, if I learned anything 
from Shakespeare, it’s that 
things are not always as they 
seem. And as my enemies 
declare victory, as analysts read 
the writing on the votes, I can 
only hope that if the people 
have spoken, then their omen 
will be heard. Perhaps these 
votes are a prophecy, a call to 
action. 

After serving up their nasty 
brew, one witch asks the others, 
“When shall we three meet 
again? In thunder, lightning, or 
in rain?” A sister witch 
answers, “When the hurly- 
burly’s done. When the battle’s 
lost and won.” 

Well, the hurly-burly is here, 
but the battle is just beginning. ▼

ome of the less-well- 

" ,4 known South of 

Market streets and 

alleys, those between 
Mission and Folsom, are grad¬ 
ually and systematically 
becoming more livable and 
more European in both appear¬ 
ance and lifestyle. One newly 
trendy street in the area, with 
some European twists and a 
nice mix of Victorian and 
ultramodern structures, is 
Natoma between Tenth and 
Eleventh. Friends of the 
Urban Forest have already 
planted 35 trees - 30 different 
species - on that street and 
along trendy Lafayette as well. 
More trees are coming soon, to 
the delight of residents (and 
dogs). 

The street’s focal point is 
undoubtedly the stately buff 
(or even gold) brick structure 
on Tenth facing Natoma. Built 
in 1890 and rebuilt in 1906, the 
historically important building 
was originally the James Lick 
Public Bath House; ever won¬ 
der why they called those 
times the Gay 90s? The build¬ 
ing is owned by Ken Paige, 
who also owns Paige Glass 
around the comer on Mission 
Street and who is muy simpati- 
co. The striking old tower - 
which once held the hot water 
for the baths - would make a 
wonderful living space in 
accordance with the trend 
toward live/work space South 
of Market (as has been the 
custom in Europe for cen¬ 
turies). In fact, Paige says, 
James Lick himself lived 
upstairs in a loft that would 
surely be envied by more 
recent trendy neighbors. How 
perfect: no commute, less pol¬ 
lution, and more concern and 
pride on the part of the inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Creative entrepreneurs in 
residence in the emerging 
artsy/craftsy district will 
include the Richard Gervais 
Collection Showroom, locat¬ 
ed at 965 Natoma, as of next 
month. What was once an old 
sound studio will be the collec¬ 
tion showroom, an old world 
colonial setting with skylights 
and cathedral ceilings, all nat¬ 
ural wood and faux stone 
walls. With its fantastic tropi¬ 
cal garden and rear courtyard 
patio floor of Arizona flag¬ 
stone, it will be a setting for 
tribal art and archaeological 
pieces. The gallery - previous¬ 
ly known as The New Manila 
Importing Company - will 
now offer primitive folk, tribal, 
and decorative art from Asia, 
Africa, and the Americas.

Gervais is an 
openly gay man and was one of 
the founders of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund: it was for¬ 
mulated in his kitchen. A spare 
bedroom in his home became 
AEF’s first office.

for example, has improved their 
level of p24 antigen. Or whether 
seeing an acupuncturist has had 
an impact on their T-Cell count. 
Lab Tracker solves all of those 
problems,” Armor said.

Armor, who studied at Yale 
as well as Harvard, is now chief 
executive officer and program 
designer for the company, and 
Davis, as founder, is partner and 
vice president. 

“Martin Delaney and the 
staff of Project Inform provided 
us with volunteers to use in 
refining the process,” Davis told 
the BA.R. in an interview. 

“Dr. Margaret Poscher is the 
first physician we formally 
showed the professional version 
of Lab Tracker to, and we are 
now installing it in her office. 

“We’re trying to keep the 
program inexpensive.” 

Lab Tracker home-user soft¬ 
ware is available for $39.95, he 
said. The program helps HIV 
patients and their doctors track 
laboratory results and determine 
effectiveness of particular treat¬ 
ments. It does not give medical 
advice, but Lab Tracker is 
designed to improve decision¬ 
making about treatment options 
as it educates caregivers and 
patients about medical terminol¬ 
ogy, Davis said. 

“Lab Tracker can condense 
many pages of lab results into 
spreadsheets and graphs that can 
be easily read and understood 
by patient and doctor alike. 
Patients have a complete record 
at home of the most important 
components of their HIV health 
history. Lab Tracker’s visual 
aids indicate at a glance how 
well patients are responding to 
medications. Medical terms are 
demystified by Lab Tracker’s 
extensive help menus. And the 
program provides ample room 
to record observations about 
general health between doctor 
visits, which helps make the 
most of time spent in the exam¬ 
ination room,” Davis said. 

“Until today, people with 
HIV have lacked a convenient 
tool to make sense of their labo¬ 
ratory results,” added Armor. 
“Most rely completely on their 
doctors for advice, and let their 
doctor’s office keep all their 
records. Others maintain a 
duplicate filing system at home. 
Regardless, most patients have 
trouble figuring out whether 
increasing their dosage of AZT,

The first software program to 
track HIV lab results has been 
invented and produced by two 
gay men in San Francisco. 

It all began when Dann Davis 
had “stacks and stacks” of lab 
reports in front of him concern¬ 
ing his own HIV positive status, 
he told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“and all of a sudden they didn’t 
mean anything to me anymore.” 

Davis told his friend John 
Armor about his problem. 
Armor, with an electrical engi¬ 
neering degree from Georgia 
Tech and a Masters in Business 
Administration from Harvard, 
had just lost his lover to AIDS. 

Soon Armor and Davis 
formed a business partnership, 
and Ground Zero Software was 
born. The company’s initial 
product, Lab Tracker, is the first 
software program designed to 
help HIV patients and their doc¬ 
tors track laboratory results and 
determine the effectiveness of 
individual treatments.

Relax, Relax, You’ll Like It— 
Qigong Reduces Stress, 

Helps Build White Blood Cells

The average American’s 
impression of Qigong - if any - 
is mostly formed by showy mar¬ 
tial arts movies like Chinese 
Connection , in which a roomful 
of Karate students menacingly 
surround star Bruce Lee, who 
inhales until he is suddenly 
filled with a mysterious energy 
that helps him beat everyone up. 

That scene is pure 
Hollywood fantasy, but the real¬ 
ity for millions of people does 
include the knowledge that we 
all have a vital power lurking 
within us. That force may not 
turn people into superhuman 
fighting machines, but might 
enable those with incurable dis¬ 
eases like diabetes, cancer, and 
AIDS to live much longer. 

Qigong (pronounced Chee- 
GONG) is, according to its 
practitioners, the way to tap into 
that power. 

Emilio Gonzalez, a healing 
arts instructor of Qigong at the 
International Center, located at 
50 Oak Street in San Francisco, 
discovered he was HIV-positive 
15 years ago. He is among those 
who decline to take HIV anti¬ 
viral drugs; instead, he relies on 
Qigong’s gentle, graceful, and 
relaxing movements and the 
three other pillars of Chinese 
medicine - diet, acupuncture, 
and herbs - as a way of relieving 
stress. 

Qigong’s effectiveness has 
been proven at a number of 
research centers worldwide, 
such as the Tientsin Chinese 
Medical Research Center in the 
People’s Republic of China. 
According to Wong Kiew Kit’s 
book The Art of Qigong, 
research on 68 patients “showed 
that the proportion of white 
blood cells, which are responsi¬ 
ble for the body’s self defense, 
increased from an average of 
57.7 percent to 78.1 percent 
after practicing Qigong for three 
months.” 

A way to understand the 
basics of Qigong is to try a sim¬ 
ple exercise at home. Sit 
straight-up in a chair, breathe 
deeply from the belly, and as 
thoughts drift in - “like clouds 
in the sky” - let them go. Don’t 
try to interpret or even contem¬ 
plate these thoughts. It may 
sound easy, but many people 
find it impossible to do. This is 
a simple, yet advanced, form of 
relaxation. 

Total relaxation is a goal of 
Qigong because stress weakens 
the immune system. - 

“My class is free for those 
with HIV, but I have people who 
come here for such things as 
arthritis and stress,” Gonzalez 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “In 
a typical class we begin with 
gentle warm-ups and stretching, 
some easy-to-follow Qigong 
forms, and conclude with a 
short Tai Chi Chuan set. 
Students with HIV may not 
have enough strength to follow a 
traditional and complete exer¬ 
cise. I moderate these classes so 
that everyone can complete a 
full workout.” 

Mike Moran, who founded 
the world’s first HIV/AIDS and 
Chinese medicine conference, 
also contracted HIV 15 years 
ago. For the past year, he has 


studied Qigong from Gonzalez. 
“It’s wonderful for my body’s 
energy,” said Moran. 
“Sometimes I get into a state of 
bliss I can’t explain - it’s like a 
wonderful wind on a spring 
day.” 

George Wedemeyer, a 52- 
year-old investigator for the U.S 
Department of Labor in San 
Francisco, has been HIV-posi¬ 
tive for over eight years and has 
never taken any AIDS drug in 
his life except for Septra, an 
antibiotic that helps prevent 
pneumonia. “Most of the people 
[with HIV] I know cannot take 
these antivirals because of the 
side effects,” he said. 

That is not the case with 
Qigong, where the regimens can 
be adapted to the patients’ needs 
and abilities. “In Qigong, harder 
is not always better,” said 
Wedemeyer. Simple movements 
“are the most effective. Qigong 
masters always return to the 
basic moves” when practicing 
on their own. 

Wedemeyer studied Qigong 
for over eight years in San 


Diego, and helped Gonzalez 
start the free Qigong classes 
here because, he told the B.A.R., 
“When I got to San Francisco I 
couldn’t find classes good for 
people with HIV, because they 
were too strenuous. When peo¬ 
ple are sick they can’t do these 
movements - it’s too hard on the 
body.” 

Rebecca Fernandez, a San 
Francisco woman, was diag¬ 
nosed with rheumatoid arthritis 
four years ago and currently 
learns Qigong from Gonzalez. 

“I had difficulty getting out 
of bed, because my joints were 
so swollen and inflamed,” 
Fernandez said. “The [western] 
doctor gave me steroids and 
anti-inflammatory drugs. They 
worked, but I was concerned 
with the negative side effects of 
steroids.” Later, Fernandez had 
to take different drugs to relieve 
the stomach pains she got from 
the first drugs. 

Six months ago, Fernandez 
started a constant regimen of 
Qigong. “I noticed that I am in a

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Postcards from the Edge

The American Family Association (AFA) - that ultra-right, 
ultra-homophobic media watchdog group - is at it again. The 
organization’s November ’94 “Action! Page” (a cheap 
fundraising gimmick, actually) calls upon AFA sympathizers to 
“Stop Network TV’s Promotion of Homosexuality!” 

“This fall network TV executives will continue to try to pro¬ 
mote homosexuality as a normal and acceptable lifestyle? the 
AFA alert warns. “Because homosexuals cannot ‘reproduce’ 
themselves, they are forced to recruit new members. And the 
target of their recruitment drives are OUR CHILDREN.” 

The AFA alert also claims that “a major weapon in all these 
recruitment efforts is the distortion of truth.” The alert further 
explains, “This distortion states that homosexuals are healthy 
(why then their fear of AIDS?), happy (why then are they so 
bitter and angry?), normal (why then can’t they reproduce like 
every other species on earth?), and everywhere (that ten per¬ 
cent of all Americans are ‘gay’)!” 

The “action page” is a litany of such absurdities, and the 
AFA’s claims of distortion are profoundly hypocritical. 
Declaring that “now the truth is out,” for example, the AFA ref¬ 
erences a new sex survey from the University of Chicago, 
claiming the study “states that, at most, only 2.8 percent of men 
and i.4 percent of women are homosexual.” 

This is, of course, a misrepresentation of the study (and an 
affront to basic statistical reasoning!). Moreover, the AFA alert 
declares: “You probably didn’t even hear about that study. 
Why? Because the liberal media finds {sicj it politically incor¬ 
rect.” In fact, the study was widely publicized by the media - 
liberal or otherwise - and was even featured on the cover of 
Time magazine (is it possible that the AFA faithful don’t - or 
can’t - read?). 

These AFA absurdities would be (almost) laughable were it 
not for the very real role that the organization plays in scaring 
off the sponsors of television programs that include any refer¬ 
ence to homosexuality. With this latest “action page,” AFA has 
provided members with three postcards targeting Philip Morris 
Companies, Inc , McDonald’s Corporation, and the Ford Motor 
Company. “Let these companies know that their support of 
homosexuality is leading many to unhappiness, sorrow and 
death,” the AFA advises. 

The pre-fab “sign and send “ AFA postcards call upon each 
company to “stop your financial support of those programs 
promoting the homosexual lifestyle.” 

“Consider the overwhelming rejection of the homosexual 
agenda by the public,” the cards warn. “1 don’t think that a boy¬ 
cott of [your company] because you push homosexuality would 
be difficult to promote.” 

These companies must be encouraged to reject the latest 
AFA postcard campaign; moreover, each advertiser should be 
asked to publicly disavow the campaign’s wanton bigotry and 
deceit.

8, but the number of black law¬ 
makers stayed the same as 
before (38 members - 36 
Democrats, two Republicans).

The only Democrat to win 
statewide last week in New York 
was H. Carl McCall, who was 
elected controller, becoming the 
first black ever to win statewide 
office there. 

Voters in seven states passed 
term limits November 8 for mem¬ 
bers of Congress, a measure that 
will probably be ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional by the Supreme Court. 

Dan Lungren, who will have 
to vacate his Attorney General’s 
office at the end of his second 
term, clobbered Democrat Tom 
Umberg and is already planning 
a race for governor in 1998. 

AIDS activists in 
Washington and New York who 
know Patricia Fleming say they 
are pleased and hopeful about 
President Clinton’s naming the 
former assistant to the 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Donna Shalala as the 
White House Director of AIDS 
Policy. An African-American, 
Fleming defined her new posi¬ 
tion as shaping the AIDS bud¬ 
get from the time it is sketched 
out in the federal agencies until 
it is approved by Congress. She 
will also be the White House 
liaison with community groups 
fighting AIDS and will try to 
stimulate cooperation among 
the AIDS programs in the dif¬ 
ferent federal agencies. A grad¬ 
uate of Vassar College, Ms. 
Fleming, 57, is the mother of 
three grown sons; from 1983 to 
1992, she worked for 
Representative Ted Weiss (D- 
NY), one of Congress’s most 
respected members in the fight 
against the disease. Fleming 
then became a special assistant 
to Shalala. ▼

Mixner, APLA Respond to Critics

David Mixner, California’s 
most vocal gay opponent of 
Proposition 186, the statewide 
universal single-payer health¬ 
care proposal, has no apologies 
for the stand he took on the mea¬ 
sure or the influence he may 
have had on its loss at the polls. 

As reported, AIDS Project 
Los Angeles took no position 
on Proposition 186 until two 
weeks before the measure went 
before the voters. Many specu¬ 
late that the organization’s stand 
- or lack thereof - was rooted in 
a September 9 letter Mixner 
sent APLA policymakers, say¬ 
ing, among other things, “I 
know that our community has 
long yearned for single-payer... 
[but Prop 186 would do] a great 
disservice to us all.” The letter 
was sent to three APLA board 
members, including Dr. R. Scott 
Hitt, a politically active AIDS 
doctor with Pacific Oaks 
Medical Group, which billed 
some $8.1 million in AIDS- 
related medical claims last year. 
In the letter Mixner said that he 
had decided to “not only strong¬ 
ly oppose this initiative, but to 
work against its passage.” 

That Mixner’s letter appar¬ 
ently kept APLA, the second- 
largest AIDS agency in the 
nation, from working for Prop 
186’s passage was initially 
brought to light by gay journal¬ 
ist Stuart Timmons, in an inves¬ 
tigative report entitled 
“Hypocritical Oath” in the 
October 21 L.A. Village View. 


“David Mixner and Dr. Hitt 
had financial incentives which 
compromised their community 
leadership on this issue,” 
according to Timmons, who 
reported that from roughly 
August to October, Mixner’s 
DBM Asso-ciates earned 
$34,000 as a consultant to the 
No on 
186 cam¬ 
paign - 
and more

Hitt, 
Tim¬ 
mons 
pointed 
out, stood to lose money if Prop 
186’s proposed negotiations for 
services were to pass. 

“Not unethical 
or a crime” 

Mixner, however, feels there 
is no conflict of interest. “Being 
paid to work against something 
you believe deeply is wrong is 
not unethical or a crime,” 
Mixner wrote in a November 1 
letter to new APLA board chair 
Dana Miller. “I have in the past 
and even this year turned down 
large sums of money (such as 
anything regarding smoking) 
because I strongly disagree with 
the proposal. I personally 
deeply believe that this initia¬ 
tive is not in the interest of the 


gay and lesbian community 
regardless of the fact that I am a 
consultant. My arguments are 
shared by liberals such as 
Kathleen Brown and John 
Garamendi and such organiza¬ 
tions as the Urban League. 

“I respect those who disagree 
and do not question their hon¬ 
esty or motives. That is what 
Democracy is all about - differ¬ 
ences discussed, hopefully sub¬ 
stantively, in the public arena.” 

Originally, board member 
Phill Wilson told the B.A.R., the 
APLA public policy staff had 
decided that the benefits of 
Prop 186 outweighed the nega¬ 
tives. But Hitt - the public pol¬ 
icy committee’s presiding chair 
- postponed the full commit¬ 
tee’s vote to endorse the mea¬ 
sure, on the grounds that a 
number of questions needed to 
be answered. Among other 
things, Hitt insisted on deter¬ 
mining what the clients wanted. 

A subsequent poll indicated 
that a majority of APLA clients 
supported the measure. But 
when the issue came up again 
in a special meeting - called 
before the executive committee 
met for a formal decision - the 
majority of voting public poli¬ 
cy board members present 
were opposed to Prop 186. In 
deference to the staff’s posi¬ 
tion, Wilson recalled, Hitt sug¬ 
gested taking a “neutral” posi¬ 
tion and “educate people about 
the initiative and continue to 
raise awareness, but not to tell 
them what to do one way or the 
other.” They would also pro¬ 


vide a list of who supported 
and who opposed the measure. 

“The fact is,” Wilson told the 
B.A.R., “everyone on my staff 
knew that Mixner was opposed 
to 186. At some point we also 
knew that David was a consul¬ 
tant. I don’t remember, because 
it wasn’t an issue in our analy¬ 
sis. The other fact is - no, I did 
not communicate to the board 
that David was a consultant of 
No on 186, partially because I 
wasn’t at the first public policy 
committee meeting. But even if 
I had been there, I don’t know if 
I would have commented on 
David because we had looked at 
the subject at hand and respond¬ 
ed on the subject. 

“By that meeting, yes, I 
knew David was a consultant - 
but it was a non-issue for me. 
The public policy committee 
got the information from David 
but it also got an analysis of 
those concerns, so to imply that 
David’s memo stood alone 
without refutation is just not 
accurate. I never thought David 
did anything wrong. Yes, David 
talked to me - but so what?” 

Dean Licitra, APLA media 
relations manager, told the 
B.A.R., “I think what we have 
here is a difference of opinion. 
But to assume that to be opposed 
to this proposition is to sell out 
this community is a gross over¬ 
statement and should not result 
in character assassination.” 

Mixner concurred, saying, 
“We can’t be afraid of discus¬ 
sion or information. We’re capa¬ 
ble of sorting through ideas.” T

Like most progressive organiza¬ 
tions in the wake of last week’s 
election, the Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund, which provides early 
money for selected openly les- 
bian/gay candidates, is trying to 
evaluate the messages sent by the 
American electorate this year. One 
of the more surprising messages, 
according to Victory Fund 
Executive Director William 
Way bourn, was that in 1994 at 
least, “It was far more hazardous to 
be openly Democratic than to be 
openly gay and lesbian.” 

Lesbian attorney Sheila James 
Kuehl, 53, is one openly homosexu¬ 
al candidate who won at the polls 
this year, despite a national conserv¬ 
ative Republican tidal wave. Kuehl 
is heading to the California 
Assembly, where she said she hopes 
to work on the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee because “that’s where 
all the domestic violence, family 
law, civil rights, discrimination, and 
judicial system bills go. 

“I hope to maintain some social 
justice in the state, despite the 
trend,” Kuehl told the B.A.R. 
November 9 before flying to 
Sacramento for a meeting with 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown. 

In addition to Kuehl, Wayboum 
said, there are other “bright spots” 
on an otherwise dark horizon: no 
openly gay incumbent lost. There 
was a “lavender sweep” in San 
Francisco; twelve of 17 Victory

St. Francis Lutherans

A San Francisco Lutheran congregation that is 
too radical for many in the conservative denomina¬ 
tion has launched a fundraising project that’s not 
just traditionally tried and true, but also wryly cap¬ 
italizes on their controversial reputation. 

St. Francis Lutheran Church, at the edge 
of the Castro District, has pub¬ 
lished a church cookbook. 

“Those People At That 
Church: The St. Francis 
Lutheran Cookbook” contains 
more than 200 recipes from 
congregation members, as well 
as their families and friends, 
plus contributions from many 
San Francisco Bay Area chefs, 
restaurants, and food profes¬ 
sionals. 

Well-known food profession¬ 
als and restaurants contributing 
to the cookbook include Mike 
Dixon, chef at Ruby’s; Benjamin 
Davis, chef at the Cypress Club;

In the 20 years since she played 
the character of Zelda on the old 
Dobie Gillis sit com, Kuehl has 
graduated from Harvard Law 
School and worked on behalf of 
victims of domestic violence, often 
writing opinions that have con¬ 
tributed to making state law. 

Kuehl looks forward to putting 
that expertise to use in the 
Assembly. “I want to make the law 
work in real people’s lives,” she 
says. “If you’re being beaten up, 
you should be able to get a restrain¬ 
ing order. If you’re in school, you 
should be able to get an education 
and afford it.” 

“One of the things I’m looking 
forward to,” said Assemblymember 
Richard Katz at a Victory Fund 
election night party, “is walking 
Sheila around [the Legislature] and 
introducing her and watching her 
confront [legislators] on the issues.” 


One thing is certain: Kuehl is 
likely to say what she thinks. Her 
supporters think she’s “brave” by 
being open about her sexual orien¬ 
tation, she said, but the most impor¬ 
tant thing - for them and for her - is 
that it proves she will stand up for 
what she believes. She illustrates 
the point with a true story, in which 
an older gentleman once 
approached her table during a cam¬ 
paign lunch break and said, “I hate 
all politicians.” He paused, and then 
added, “Except you.” When a star¬ 
tled Kuehl asked him why, the man 
answered, “Because you’ve already 
told us the worst thing about your¬ 
self, so I don’t think you’d lie about 
anything else.” 

Even with her drive, Kuehl is not 
so optimistic as to expect a lack of 
problems when she takes her seat in 
Sacramento. “The hate-mongers 
don’t want you to set your hopes 
too high,” she acknowledged. “But 
don’t stop, because if you stop hop¬ 
ing the bad guys will win.” T

East Bay Dems Set 
Visibility As ’95 Goal

The Republican Party has never been more 
determined to humiliate any group with the 
Democratic Party moniker than at this moment. Yet 
East Bay Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club 
President Tara Kelly said the few hundred mem¬ 
bers of her political action and public education 
group are far from throwing in the towel. 

Kelly explained to the B.A.R. that, in the past, 
the club has been an effective voice for political 
action on behalf of gays and lesbians, particularly 
in pioneering the domestic partnership registration 
movement. Former president Tom Brown and his 
partner actually coined the term, she said, when 
pushing for reforms that first took hold in the city 
of Berkeley. 

“Basically what we try and do is lobby and 
advocate for legislation, especially when it affects 
gays and lesbians in the East Bay,” she said. 

The year 1995, however, will see a renewed 
effort to recruit new members. A big part of this 
goal will be outreach to reflect more truly the eth¬ 
nic diversity of Alameda County. 

“I’m getting new people involved to work on 
diversifying the club,” said Kelly. “One of the 
things we all agree on is the need to find more 
people who live in the East Bay and get them 
together. We need to find more people and get 
them involved, and be more visible. I think that’s 
a part of the whole problem - that we’re not visi¬ 
ble.” 

In addition to naming African-Americans to the 


board or other posts, Kelly acknowledged the need 
to reach Native American, Asian, and Latin gays 
and lesbians. It’s a challenge to get them interest¬ 
ed in East Bay activities, she said, since the small 
amount of organized activities available to them 
are San Francisco-centric, and they’re accustomed 

Kelly added that the 
EBL/GDC will also capi¬ 
talize on the free time 
they’ll have from the lack 
of elections next year. 

“I think we might actually 
start addressing some 
issues we haven’t 
addressed in the past,” she 
said. 

For example, the group 
will concentrate on per¬ 
suading area leaders to 
introduce gay-oriented 
curriculums into the 
schools, and to plan for 
Gay. Pride Month activi- 

One idea she has is to sponsor a booth at the 
city of Oakland’s popular “Festival at the Lake” 
arts and crafts fair held each June at Lake Merritt. 
“It might be fun to do something there,” said Kelly. 

Lobbying for support groups for gay students or 
sensitivity training for teachers is a task that she 
and other board members have already begun. “I 
have talked to a couple of the [Oakland] school 
board members who are interested.” ▼

National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention. Osborne told the 
Bay Area Reporter that coali¬ 
tion-building among progres¬ 
sive communities is essential. 

“There’s a role for our com¬ 
munity in San Francisco to play 
nationally by setting an exam¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Mike Bosia, senior consul¬ 
tant to Senator Milton Marks’s 
Senate Subcommittee on Hate 
Violence, agreed that local 
political clubs must begin to 
broaden their scope to organize 
around state issues as well as 
national issues. 

“With Republicans control¬ 
ling Congress and possibly con¬ 
trolling the state Assembly, the 
clubs need to generate grass¬ 
roots activism to thwart religious 


right advances,” Bosia said. 

“We are going to be on high 
alert,” Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club pres¬ 
ident Gerry Schluter told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We are not 
going to sit around and let the 
right wing take anything away 
from us,” he said. 

But, Schluter said, much of 
the 1995 focus of the club will 
be with the mayoral race and 
local electoral politics. 

The immediate priority for 
the Harvey Milk Club, accord¬ 
ing to Martha Knutzen, the 
club’s president, will be to hear 
a detailed explanation and polit¬ 
ical analysis of the local 1994 
elections by local gay pollster 
David Binder next Tuesday, 
November 22. 

Knutzen called the political 
reality in the country “really 
frightening” and said that the 
Harvey Milk Club would take 


an active and prominent role in 
building coalitions with other 
groups to combat right wing 
gains. 

“It’s a time of retrenchment,” 
Knutzen said, adding the protec¬ 
tion of funding and care for 
PWAs is “as always, absolutely 
imperative.” 

She also told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the group was 
concerned about anti-gay edu¬ 
cational issues and probable 
welfare cuts and their impact on 
lesbian and gay poor and dis¬ 
abled.

Scientists Study Cofactors for AIDS Cancers 

No Apparent Connection Between HIV, Anal Cancer

WASHINGTON - Additional cofactors may 
determine who develops some of the cancers asso¬ 
ciated with HIV infection, researchers acknowl¬ 
edged Tuesday, November 15. 

A survey of never-married men in San 
Francisco found that HIV infection did not 
increase the rates of all cancers, and the way that 
HIV causes each cancer differs. 

“Our study found that the HIV association that 
has been suggested for anal cancer is spurious,” 
said medical epidemiologist Dr. Charles Rabkin, 
HIV cancer coordinator of the Viral Epidemiology 
Branch at the National Cancer Institute. “While 
Kaposi’s and non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma are highly 
associated with HIV infection, they seem to have 
separate characteristics and mechanisms that we 
still do not know.” 

The survey, which is reported in this week’s 
issue of the Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute, reviewed the cancer incidence from 1979 
to 1990 amongst never-married men aged 25 to 54 


years old in San Francisco. One quarter of that 
group is estimated to be HIV-positive. 

The incidence rates of AIDS-related cancers for 
the group were compared to the expected rates, 
based on national cancer statistics. 

The researchers found that Kaposi’s sarcoma 
and non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma rose steadily 
between 1979 and 1990, while rates of anal cancer 
remained relatively stable. However, the study 
group was four times as likely to get Kaposi’s sar¬ 
coma as never-married men in general. The study 
confirms previous reports that gay men were more 
likely to suffer the cancer and raises the specter of 
a contagious cofactor. 

“Kaposi’s is restricted to the homosexual male 
population so there is an expectation that there are 
additional factors involved,” said Rabkin. “Non- 
Hodgkin’s, however, affects all populations to the 
same degree.” 

The non-Hodgkin’s lymphomas were primarily 
located in the central nervous system, rather than 
in lymph nodes - a common complication of HIV 
infection. But a particular lymphoma known as

The Flu Shot: A Doctor’s Opinion 

Experts Wonder If Prevention is Worse than the Disease

Once again, as the weather gets cooler, 
people are debating the relative merits of 
flu vaccinations as a prophylactic defense 
against the disease. For doctors like 
myself who study HIV disease, vaccina¬ 
tions are a little suspect, and that includes 
flu vaccines. 

We know that HIV infects T cells, 
and the best we can hope for is that it 
will lie there quietly and not replicate. 
When a T cell is stimulated, its DNA 
goes into action, and since the viral 
DNA is sitting in the cell DNA, whatev¬ 
er stimulates the one presumably stimu¬ 
lates the other. Because T cells are 
involved in fighting infections, we try to 
keep the cells quiet by avoiding infec¬ 
tions, and treating them aggressively 
when they do pop up. 

Vaccines also stimulate T-cells. So this 
question has always been around: do they 
also stimulate viral replication? If they 
do, one has to weigh the risks and bene¬ 
fits of giving the vaccine. 

This past year doctors at Davies and 


SF General studied viral load before and 
after flu shots. Using sophisticated count¬ 
ing techniques (branched chain DNA or

quantitative PCR) they found that those 
who had a good reaction to the vaccine - 
producing antibodies to protect them 
from the flu - had up to a 30-fold increase 
in viral loads. This lasted up to ten weeks, 
when the viral counts came back to base¬ 
line. 

They also found that persons with 
lower T-cells (under 200) tended not to 
mount an adequate response (only one in 
five did) to the vaccine. They also had 
less of an increase in viral load. 

What is one to make of this? Should 
we be advising flu shots for people with 
HIV disease as all the official publica¬ 
tions suggest? 

To calculate the risks and benefits I 
consider the following: 

1. The flu is not simply a bad cold. It 


is a specific disease, and the fact is it can 
be a devastating one. We tend to mix up 
the concepts of cold-and-flu, partly 
because of the way the media tries to sell 
us cold medication, and partly because of 
sloppy thinking on the part of doctors and 
patients alike. When a patient calls me up 
and tells me he or she has the flu, I usual¬ 
ly say that it is not the flu. “How do you 
know?” I am asked. “Because you man¬ 
aged to get to the telephone,” I usually 
respond. 

2. Influenza is not that common in 
society at large, and it seems no more 
common in the HIV population than in 
other persons. When it does occur, per¬ 
sons with HIV infection do not seem to 
do any worse than others. 

3. On the other hand, even assuming 
that you would get a dramatic increase in 
viral load from a flu shot, nobody really 
knows how that-fits in the big picture of 
the disease. Perhaps 30-fold fluctuations 
in virus counts occur from week to week 
as part of the “background noise” of the 
disease. 

4. One must also remember that if you 


get the flu, you are likely to have a very 
revved-up immune system, and probably 
a larger and longer increase in viral load 
than you would have had with the flu 
shot. 

So once again in HIV disease, we 
have to make treatment decisions where 
the data remain foggy. In my practice, I 
am not recommending the flu shot cur¬ 
rently, based largely on the assumption 
that influenza is fairly rare, and my own 
disinclination to chance a known risk 
from the shot, rather than a possible risk 
from an uncommon disease. But I do 
recommend that HIV-negative persons 
who live with HIV-positive persons get 
the shot to help protect their house¬ 
mates. 

Mind you, this is one man’s opinion of 
moonlight, and if there is an epidemic of 
the flu this year I will be eating this page. 
Other HIV doctors in town, including 
some involved with the study, are recom¬ 
mending the shot. I am inclined to think 
that whichever way you lean, you can 
make this decision as intelligently as your 
doctor can. T 


Work Continues On HIV Protein Vaccine

WASHINGTON - Scientists 
announced Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 10 that they have renewed 
hope that a vaccine against 


HIV is possible. 

Researchers from The 
Scripps Research Institute 
report in this week’s issue of the 
journal Science that a naturally 
occurring antibody to HIV neu¬ 
tralizes over 75 percent of all 
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HIV found in people. The find¬ 
ing offers a new target for an 
AIDS vaccine. 

“We have established that the 
vaccine procedure is not dead,” 
said molecular immunologist 
Dennis Burton. “We need to be 
able to elicit antibodies that neu¬ 
tralize many different viruses 
and this one does.” 

The concept of an AIDS vac¬ 
cine hit the skids a year ago 
when scientists discovered that 
the vaccine in the works at the 
time produced an antibody that 
was capable of neutralizing only 
a few laboratory forms of HIV - 


not the strains that people were 
likely to contract. 

The virus actively encour¬ 
ages the immune system to 
produce a plethora of ineffi¬ 
cient antibodies by shedding 
bits of its viral envelope and 
then mutating. The body is 
constantly producing antibod¬ 
ies against the envelope of an 
older form of the virus, rather 
than the virus that is currently 
present. 

Burton, his colleague Carlos 
Barbas, and collaborators from 
several other labs screened a 
host of antibodies that HIV- 


infected people naturally pro¬ 
duce. Among thousands of use¬ 
less antibodies was a rare anti¬ 
body that neutralized HIV. 

The antibody proved to be 
active against a part of the 
virus envelope protein known 
as gpl20, a part that remains 
unchanged while the virus 
mutates. The gpl20 protein 
was previously thought to 
mutate so quickly that the virus 
could escape the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

The researchers plan to con¬ 
firm their results and enhance 
the activity of the antibody. ▼

In what might be termed “genetic immuniza¬ 
tion,” DNA from the virus will be injected directly 
into a muscle. DNA is the commonly used abbre¬ 
viation for deoxyribonucleic acid, the principal 
carrier of genetic information in the chromosomes 
of almost all organisms’ cells, according to the 
American Medical Association’s Encyclopedia of 
Medicine. 

Most vaccines use viral protein rather than 
genes to stimulate immunity, but that is impractical 
with HIV because of its high mortality and fre¬ 
quent mutations. Scientists now hope that after 
introducing the basic genetic components of HIV’s 
protein into patients, the DNA will, as Robinson- 
Hayes put it, “set up shop and start producing pro¬ 
teins that are needed to incite immunity.” 

The method of using genes, rather than the 
more-common viral proteins, has already been 
used successfully in making influenza vaccines, 
she told the B.A.R. 

The researchers will be led by principal investi¬ 
gators Murray B. Gardner and Robert W. Malone, 
both of the department of pathology, and will work 
with simian immunodeficiency virus and 
human/monkey immunodeficiency virus recombi¬ 
nants in the rhesus monkeys, Robinson-Haynes 
said. 

They will test their theory, that using gene ther¬ 
apy techniques to deliver viral and immune-stimu¬ 


lating genes into monkeys will result in effective 
anti-AIDS virus immune responses. 

The $1.8 million grant will blend the expertise 
and resources of researchers at the UC Davis 
schools of medicine and veterinary medicine, the 
California Regional Primate Research Center at 
Davis, Emory University, and the Bethesda 
Naval Medical Research Center, Robinson- 
Haynes said. 

“We then plan to see if this strategy of injecting 
viral and immune-stimu¬ 
lating genes will result in 
the specific production of 
immunodeficiency virus 
proteins without producing 
whole virus, thereby con¬ 
ferring the protection often 
associated with attenuated 
live virus vaccines without 
the risk,” Gardner said. “If 
this works, as we hope it 
will, it may lead to a viable 
approach in humans and 
will also produce valuable 
basic information about 
immune response mecha¬ 
nisms.”

Distinguished Immunologist Joins UCSF’s Gladstone Institute 

SCID-Hu Mouse Inventor Battles AIDS

Dr. Joseph McCrary (Mike) McCune, 
the inventor of an important animal 
research model for studying HIV, has 
accepted a position as associate investiga¬ 
tor at the Gladstone Institute of Virology 
and Immunology, affiliated with UC San 
Francisco and located at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

McCune’s appointment was 
announced by Dr. Haile Debas, dean of 
the UCSF School of Medicine, and Dr. 
Warner Greene, director of the Gladstone 
Institute. McCune, M.D. and Ph.D., also 
has a pending appointment as a UCSF 
associate professor of medicine. He will 
be appointed associate director of the 
General Clinical Research Center 
(GCRC) at San Francisco General 
Hospital, according to a news release 
from Carol Fox and Alice Trinkl, spokes¬ 
women for SFGH/UC-San Francisco. 

McCune is an immunologist and infec¬ 
tious disease specialist who is recognized 
internationally for his basic research on 
the mechanisms that govern the behavior 
of the human immunodeficiency virus 


(HIV) and his work toward better thera¬ 
pies for HIV disease. He has cared for 
patients in the AIDS Outpatient Clinic at 
SFGH since 1987 while involved in labo¬ 
ratory research at Stanford University and 
then at SyStemix, Inc. in Palo Alto, Fox 
and Trinkl said. 

The research model McCune devel¬ 
oped is the SCID-hu mouse, which can be 
used as a surrogate for humans in testing 
HIV therapies and in understanding 
mechanisms of the disease because of its 
human-like blood forming system. Fox 
and Trinkl said in their announcement. 
McCune was a postdoctoral fellow at 
Stanford University School of Medicine 
at the time (1987), and his work focused 
on the need for a better animal model to 
study HIV infection. 

McCune was also one of the founders 
of SyStemix, Inc. in 1988. He was its sci¬ 
entific director until 1991 and then vice 
president of its exploratory research 
group, the New Enterprise Research 
Division. He will continue with his cur¬ 
rent responsibilities at SyStemix until 
January, organize a collaborative research 
program between SyStemix and 


Gladstone, and remain associated with 
the company as a consultant. 

McCune received his bachelor’s degree 
from Harvard College in 1975, his PhD in 
immunology and cell biology from the 
Rockefeller 
University in 

1981, and his 
medical degree 
from Cornell 
University Med¬ 
ical College in 

1982. 

McCune will 
join a core of 
basic HIV scien¬ 
tists at the 
Gladstone Insti¬ 
tute of Virology 
and Immunology, 
an independent 
AIDS research 
institute dedicated in April, 1993. 

In addition to his research activities, 
McCune will help develop a new program 
called the UCSF/Macy’s Creative 
Therapies Program at SFGH, which will 
allow researchers to test new treatments 


for HIV disease more rapidly and to 
determine sooner whether there is a 
potential value in a therapy. It is envi¬ 
sioned that these activities will include 
new gene therapy approaches to the con¬ 
trol of HIV infection, the statement 
issued by Fox and Trinkl said. 

The program has been funded in part 
by Macy’s, which raised funds for AIDS 
research through its Passport Show in 
September. 

The UCSF/Macy’s Creative Therapies 
Program at SFGH will combine the 
efforts of several renowned physician-sci¬ 
entists working in HIV disease. 

In addition to McCune and Greene, 
the program will include Merle Sande, 
M.D., UCSF professor of medicine and 
chief of medical services at SFGH; Paul 
Volberding, M.K.D., UCSF professor of 
medicine and director of the UCSF AIDS 
Program at SFGH; Robert W. Mahley, 
J.D., Ph.D., UCSF professor of pathology 
and medicine, director of the Gladstone 
Institute of Cardiovascular Disease; and 
Morris Schambelan, M.D., UCSF, profes¬ 
sor endocrinology and director of the 
GCRC, Trinkl said. V

Burkitt’s lymphoma, which 
was common early in the 
AIDS epidemic, had declined 
in incidence among the group 
studied. 

“Burkitt’s tumors seem to 
have been part of the earlier 
epidemic,” said Rabkin. “As 
the epidemic evolves and 
patients are surviving longer, 
they are getting different dis¬ 
eases.” 

The factors involved with 
Kaposi’s sarcoma remain 
unknown, but the researchers 
suspect that human papilloma 
virus is the cofactor responsi¬ 
ble for the high rates of anal 
cancer that occur irrespective 
of HIV infection. ▼

Clinton Appoints AIDS Czar 
—But Not to Cabinet 

Prez: ‘The Most Important Thing... Was a Person I Knew’

WASHINGTON 
President Clinton appointed 
Patsy Fleming as the national 
AIDS policy director 
Thursday, November 10 - 
and while he claimed to be 
offering her “a real chance to 
influence me and my deci¬ 
sions,” he declined to give her 
a seat on his Cabinet. 

Fleming, who has held a 


number of policy jobs related 
to AIDS, has been the interim 
director of the White House 
office since August, when she 
replaced Kristine Gebbie, 
who resigned. Clinton said he 
persuaded Fleming to stay 
on. 

The new “AIDS Czar” 
represented the United States 
at the tenth international con¬ 
ference on AIDS in Japan. 
Before that, she served as a 
special assistant to Secretary 


of Health and Human 
Services Donna Shalala, after 
spending ten years as an aide 
to former Representative Ted 
Weiss, D-N.Y., primarily on 
AIDS prevention issues. 

AIDS activists, however, 
had demanded the appoint¬ 
ment of a higher-profile per¬ 
son for the position, as well 
as the Cabinet-level designa¬ 
tion to ensure the office had 
the ability to get things done. 

Responding to those 
demands, Clinton said, “I 
made a decision that what the 
most important thing we 
could have was a good advo¬ 
cate, was a person I knew, 
had great confidence in, and 
had real access to the White 
House and a real chance to 
influence me and my deci¬ 
sions. 

“She’ll have direct access 
to me, to members of the 
Cabinet,” he said. 

In thanking Clinton for the 
job, Fleming said, “My task 
is to make sure that our bril¬ 
liant scientists and public 
health experts have a clear 
path. And we will fight for 
the resources they need to 
stem the spread of HIV - and 
ultimately, to find a cure for 
AIDS.” ▼

H ealthcare reform may 
be dead this year, but if 
our representatives in 
Washington ever 
decide to get serious about 
reigning in medical costs they 
may want to look into a simple 
way to cut over $200 million 
dollars in pork: by not cutting 
that much foreskin from 
American boys every year, as 
doctors do now. 

The routine and supposedly 
“simple” operation is rarely 
thought of, and even more rarely 
discussed, but those who do 
keep track - like the members of 
the San Francisco-based 
National Organization to Halt 
the Abuse and Routine 
Mutilation of Males (NOHAR¬ 
MM) - say the costs associated 
are more than enough reason to 
reassess its dubious benefits. 

“Every day in the United 
States, over 3,300 baby boys are 
circumcised,” according to the 
NOHARMM PROGRESS 

Report, the official, um, organ 
of the organization - where, in 
fact, the word “circumcision” is 
rarely used. 

“The surgical removal of a 
diseased, injured, or abnormal 
foreskin may rightly be called 
‘circumcision,’” Tim 

Hammond, founder of 
NOHARMM, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “However, the routine 


amputation of healthy foreskins 
from male infants and children 
against their will is ‘genital 
mutilation.’” 

Circumcision of U. S. males 
began when we adopted it from 
England in Victorian times to 
“prevent masturbation,” 

Hammond said. “The current 
issue of hygiene and disease 
prevention came later,” he 
added. The NOHARMM 
PROGRESS Report suggests 
money is the reason doctors 
continue to perform the surgery 
on “more than 1.25 million 
infants annually, or one every 26 
seconds.” 

With so much routine and 
simple money coming in, it 
asks, “Does anyone really 
believe that physicians want to 
be educated about why they 
shouldn’t perform a surgery that 
can generate thousands of addi¬ 
tional dollars in income for 
them each year?” 

Nevertheless, NOHARMM 
is determined to try to educate 
everyone it can, despite the gen¬ 
eral reluctance of most people to 
discuss the subject. In fact, that 
reluctance is one reason 
Hammond said he sees circum¬ 
cision as a gay issue, “because 
its history in the U. S. is rooted 
in sexual beginnings. 

“The parallels are very 
strong,” he said. “In talking 
about homosexuality or in talk¬ 
ing about circumcision, some 


people feel they are talking 
about something dirty, patho¬ 
logical, or shameful, and it is a 
social taboo to talk about it. 

“Fortunately, homosexuality 
has risen out of that because of a 
concerted effort to change that 
attitude.” 

Hammond, a professional 
massage therapist who lives in 
the city, invites collaboration 
with gay and lesbian researchers 
in random, controlled studies of 
the long-term adverse physical, 
sexual, and psychological conse¬ 
quences of infant circumcision. 

“Since 1988 the California 
Medical Association has had a 
resolution on their books endors¬ 
ing routine infant circumcision 
as an effective public health 
measure,” Hammond says. He 
calls it an “ill-advised resolution 
filled with specious misleading 
arguments.” He says CMA is the 
only medical organization in the 
world that endorses routine 
infant circumcision. 

Hammond says he was first 
motivated to study circumcision 
because of simple curiosity, and 
after doing some homework 
found there was no valid med¬ 
ical reason for the operation. 
Finally he saw a video of an 
actual infant circumcision, an 
operation performed without 
anesthesia during which, of 
course, the baby screamed in 
pain. After that, Hammond said, 
“I saw this as a social injustice 


of what we do to babies. 

“Like a lot of people, I see 
circumcision as an attack on the 
child’s sexuality. If a little boy’s 
sexuality isn’t safe, no one’s 
sexuality is safe.” 

The Australian Medical 
Association is among the groups 
who have issued statements 
opposing routine circumcision 
of infant males. The May 27 
Medical Observer debunks “the 
supposed benefits of the unnec¬ 
essary, mutilating operation,” 
according to Dr. R S. Wilkins, 
assistant secretary general of the 
organization. 

Circumcision has never been 
popular in Europe. It is primari¬ 
ly prevalent in the English- 
speaking world, with the U. S. - 
where a national average of 60 
percent of male newborns are 
routinely circumcised - leading 
the pack. 

“Many Europeans are not 
aware that we do this in this 
country and are amazed. They 
think I’m pulling their leg. It’s 
not that they make a conscious 
choice. It just never enters their 
mind that they should cut off a 
part of their baby boy’s geni¬ 
tals,” Hammond told the B.A.R. 
in a lengthy interview. 

Hammond does not stand 
alone in the battle to end routine 
infant circumcision. Marilyn 
Milos, a registered nurse in 
Marin, was fired from her hospi¬ 
tal job, Hammond said, for 
attempting to make sure that 
parents were well-informed 
before making the decision 
whether to circumcise. After she 
was fired she became an activist 
and started the National 
Organization of Circumcision 
Information Resource Centers 
(NOCIRC). 

Hospitals, probably motivat¬ 
ed for the same reasons as doc¬ 
tors, heavily advocate circumci¬ 
sion. Sometimes the advocacy 
goes too far and becomes coer¬ 
cion or worse, the NOHARMM 
PROGRESS Report charges: in 
one case, it says, “Despite ver¬ 
bal declarations that their son 
was not to be circumcised, and 
the father going so far as to hang 
a ‘no circumcision’ sign on their 
son’s bassinet, this couple’s son 
was still circumcised by the hos¬ 
pital!” 

NOHARMM is collecting 
evidence for a potential media 
or congressional investigation 
into medically unethical behav¬ 
ior and malpractice. Written 
documentation must include a 
description of the incident, the 
name of the hospital, the date of 
incident, the parents’ names and 
address, and what action parents 
took if any. Documents should 
include name of the doctor(s) 
and/or nurse(s) involved. 
Details of inappropriate action 
should be sent to NOHARMM 
itself, with copies to Dr. Eugene 
Carlton, M. D„ president of the 
American Urological 

Association, Inc., 1120 N. 
Charles St., Baltimore, 
Maryland 21201-5559. 

“You as a male circumcised 
without your consent have an 
opportunity to make your voice 
heard. The past presidents of the 
American Urological 

Association, H. Logan 
Holtgrewe and Abraham T. K. 
Cockett, have received almost 
100 letters to date from men 
around the country document¬ 
ing their physical, sexual, emo-

Chinese 

Americans 

Oppose 

Discrimination 
Based on Sexual 
Orientation 

The Organization of Chinese 
Americans, Inc., embracing the 
hopes and aspirations of 
Chinese Americans in the U. S., 
has weighed in on the side of 
gay men and lesbians in the 
ongoing civil rights struggle. 

At its national board meeting 
in Minneapolis during the last 
week of October, the organiza¬ 
tion passed a resolution by a 
wide margin saying it advocates 
the civil rights of all Americans 
and opposes discrimination 
based on sexual orientation, 
according to information pro¬ 
vided to the B.A.R. by Sam 
Cacas and George Ong. 

The Organization of Chinese 
Americans, headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., has 37 chap¬ 
ters in the U. S. now, and one in 
Hong Kong. Combined with 
OCA Youth and OCA college 
affiliates, the organization 
serves over 10,000 members.

Latex Allergies 
Widespread 

Latex allergies have reached 
epidemic proportions among 
exposed healthcare workers. 
Doctors estimate that between 
10 and 17 percent of healthcare 
workers who regularly use latex 
gloves have become allergic. 

Perhaps more disturbing is 
the finding of severe latex aller¬ 
gy in people not in the high risk 
groups of healthcare workers 
and sufferers of spina bifida, a 
possible sign that latex allergy 
may emerge as a significant 
allergic disease, said Dr. B. 
Lauren Charous of the 
Milwaukee Medical Clinic at a 
meeting of the American 
College of Allergy and 
Immunology. 

Latex, a natural rubber, is 
used to make condoms, medical 
supplies, balloons, tires, and nip¬ 
ples and pacifiers - and has also 
been shown to cross-react with 
foods such as bananas, avoca¬ 
dos, chestnuts, and peaches.

Bishops Meet 
To Discuss 
Abuse, Agenda 

Catholic bishops are recom¬ 
mending that dioceses react 
promptly to allegations of sexu¬ 
al abuse by members of the cler¬ 
gy and deal openly with the 
community and the media once 
they are reported. 

At the opening of a four-day 
conference of Catholic bishops 
in Washington on Monday, 
November 15, a church commit¬ 
tee recommended five steps in 
dealing with sexual abuse alle¬ 
gations that have tarnished the 
church’s reputation nationwide. 
The recommendations included 
a quick response from the 
church, relieving the accused 
clergyman from ministerial 
duties, and reaching out to the 
families of the alleged victims. 

The committee also recom¬ 
mended that churches cooperate 
with the news media and the 
community once allegations of 
abuse are reported. 

A group representing victims 
of sexual abuse acknowledged 
the progress made in some of 
the nation’s 185 Catholic dioce¬ 
ses, but cited six regions as 
being the “most dangerous” for 
victims: Chicago; Milwaukee; 
Camden, N.J.; Kansas City, 
Mo.; Providence, R.I.; and 
Santa Fe, N.M. 

The Survivors Network of 
those Abused by Priests, or 
SNAP, alleges that the heads of 


churches in those regions battle 
the allegations of abuse in 
court, and do not provide thera¬ 
py for victims. 

At the opening of the confer¬ 
ence, the bishops also said they 
wanted to advance the church’s 
goals in the political arena, but 
insisted their agenda does not 
run according to partisan lines. 

Citing huge Republican 
gains in last week’s midterm 
elections, and an apparent 
advance for conservative social 
goals, the bishops said they con¬ 
tinue to oppose federal funding 
for abortions, but support 
increased federal spending for 
children and the poor.

Priest 
Found Dead 
in Irish Tubs 

A Catholic priest was found 
dead in a gay sauna club in 
Dublin, in circumstances likely 
to cause further embarrassment 
to the Catholic church as it con¬ 
fronts changing attitudes in 
Ireland, it was reported Sunday, 
November 13. 

Liam Cosgrave, 68, was 
given last rites by another 
Catholic priest who happened to 
be in the club when Cosgrave’s 
naked body was found at the 
Incognito Club in Dublin’s city 
center. 

Incognito Club manager 
Liam Ledwige said Cosgrave 
was a regular visitor to the club, 
a late-night gathering spot for 
gay men. Ledwige said that 
shortly before he died, Cosgrave 
was drinking coffee with two 
other priests, one of whom 
administered last rites. 

“We would not normally give 
out this information, but as a 
gay community we rebel against 
the Catholic church, which 
refuses to recognize us,” 
Ledwige said.

Unhealthy Election

IIMB he local “Island of 
Sanity” effect predicted 

|jg in this column last 
month indeed occurred 
in the recent elections. It was, if 
anything, even more pro¬ 
nounced than I expected, with 
San Francisco lurching sharply 
to the left while the rest of the 
country cheerfully stampeded to 
the right. Traditional partisan 
politics aside, the results taken 
as a whole constitute the last 
nail in the coffin for healthcare 
reform, and thereby sound the 
death knell for thousands of 
HIVers. 

On the local level we did 
well enough. We brought off a 
second “Lavender Sweep,” with 
every gay or lesbian candidate 
for Board of Supervisors, 
College Board and School 
Board winning office, and Prop. 
H, providing some benefits for 
domestic partners of city 
employees, passing by a com¬ 
fortable margin. The narrow 
defeat of Supervisor Annemarie 
“The Goddaughter” Conroy, the 
board’s most outspoken conser¬ 
vative, a Republican who’s 
repeatedly snubbed the queer 
community, was just icing on 
the cake and a sharp rebuff to 
Mayor Jordan. 

Once you step outside the 
city limits, however, the news 
gets grim. The single-payer 
healthcare initiative, Prop 186, 
didn’t just fail; it got buried. 
Although it passed by four-to- 


one margins here, it failed by a 
solid three-to-one statewide. 
Despite being outspent ten to 
one, this is a dismal showing for 
advocates of reform, and it’s 
hard to see anything on the hori¬ 
zon that can break the insurance 
industry’s current death grip on 
our nation’s health. 

This regional rejection of 
reform was ratified by the

national results, with both the 
House and the Senate now dom¬ 
inated by the Republicans. They 
can easily block any serious 
attempts to challenge, or even 
regulate, the dominance of the 
insurance industry. Clinton’s 
going to have his hands far too 
full to press for anything mean¬ 
ingful along these lines. Wall 
Street duly noticed this shift and 
is rejoicing; the stocks of the 
major health insurers, which 
had been shaken by the vague 
rumblings of possible reform, 
bounced back up as soon as the 
magnitude of the Republican 
victory sank in. 

The Clinton administration’s 
appointment of Patsy Fleming 
as AIDS coordinator seems to 
confirm that they’re throwing in 
the towel on health issues. 
When Fleming took the post a 
few months ago, she insisted it 
was only temporary duty until 
the permanent coordinator could 
be appointed. But no big guns of 


the necessary independent status 
to qualify as a “czar” could be 
persuaded to take the position, 
and the recent electoral debacle 
apparently convinced the White 
House to put AIDS on the back 
burner for good. Fleming, a 
career bureaucrat, may actually 
be pretty good for the post, but 
there’s no disguising now just 
how unimportant a position it 
will be. 

How much can local victo¬ 
ries, like our Lavender Sweep, 
counteract such regional and 
national defeats? If the White 
House is too busy, the Congress 
actively hostile, our governor 
indifferent and the people of 
California more interested in 
persecuting immigrants than 
reforming health care, what can 
the Board of Supes hope to 
accomplish? 

Savage smear 

To find the limits of the 
“Lavender Sweep,” you only 
had to step beyond the city’s 
borders. While gay endorse¬ 
ments brought victory in San 
Francisco, a bogus gay endorse¬ 
ment was used to trash a liberal 
candidate as close as San Mateo 
County. Glenda Savage, running 
for the Ravenswood City School 
District Board, missed winning 
a slot by just two votes after she 
was targeted by a last-minute 
mailer accusing her of being a 
lesbian and pro-gay. 

The flier, which was sent to 
most of the city’s churches, sup¬ 
posedly comes from “The 
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More election fallout; A Nov. 9 demonstration against the 
overwhelming passage of Prop. 187 saw over 500 SF high 
school students walk out of their classes to protest in front of 
the INS building downtown. 


National Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance San Mateo County 
Chapter” and asserts that it was 
paid for by “South County 
Committee to Support Gay and 
Lesbian Candidates.” Neither 
organization actually exists. 
Despite this, and without a 
pause to consider the likely 
authenticity of the missive, local 
pastors read the letter from their 
pulpits, which says that “a vote 
for Glenda Savage ... will assure 
that our school curriclum [sic] 
will teach young children that 
being gay or lesbian is an 
acceptable choice. We urge you 
vote for our sister Glenda 
Savage.” 

The obvious intent was to 
smear her as queer, and there is 
little doubt that it cost Savage 
her election. The fact that 
Savage was a decent enough 
person for such a charge to stick 
at all makes me think positively 
of her, but the alacrity with 
which she has denied the possi¬ 
bility that she is either a lesbian 
or pro-gay has been a little dis¬ 
maying. 

Most depressing, however, is 
the realization that although a 
genuine gay endorsement can 
bring victory in San Francisco, 
even a phony one can bring 
defeat just a few miles south of 
our border. 

More queer gun nuts? 

It was a further ominous sign 
that no gay or lesbian candidate 
was able to win statewide office 
in this election. While queers 
could win in liberal congres¬ 
sional districts - Barney Frank 
and Gerry Studds were both re¬ 
elected - Tony Miller, running 
for secretary of state of 
California, and Karen Burstein, 
a candidate for attorney general 
in New York, both lost by very 
narrow margins, probably just 
because they were gay. 

Although explicit anti-gay 
measures were defeated in 
Oregon and Idaho, the margins 
were narrow, and the homo¬ 
phobes vowed to continue their 
attempts in the future. Our ener¬ 
gies are increasingly drained in 
beating off these costly attacks 
on our rights. There is no end to 
this phenomenon in sight 
(despite the judicial overturning 
of these propositions whenever 
they’re passed), and the recent 
Republican victories are likely 
to encourage these efforts. 

It is true that the absolutely 
worst candidates, nationwide, 
were defeated. Ollie North 
failed to win a Senate seat in 
Virginia, and Jeb Bush was 
unable to topple Lawton Chiles 


as governor of Florida. Both had 
made explicit alliances with the 
religious right, although this 
cost them mainstream 
Republican support. 

But when reactionaries were 
less blatant, they typically won. 

Representative Dan 

Rostenkowski of Illinois, 
dogged by scandal, lost his seat 
to a virtually unknown 
Republican, who, it now 
appears, is a hard-core, homo- 
phobic, anti-abortion right 
winger. “Stealth” candidates of 
the religious right continue to 
flood regional school boards all 
across the country. 

The election results were so 
depressing that I tried to avoid 
reading local and national news 
for a few days. Alas, the interna¬ 
tional news was no better. The 
neo-Nazis just won 17 percent 
of the vote in Austria, running 
on an anti-immigration ticket. 
Local fascists in Antwerp, 
Belgium, have taken nearly a 
third of the seats on that city’s 
council. The Italian government 
is run by an alliance that 
includes fascists, contemporary 
descendants of Mussolini 
(including his granddaughter, 
who’s taken what used to be his 
seat in the parliament). 

Closer to home, I read that 
the phenomenon of “state mili¬ 
tias” is sharply on the rise. In 
more than 20 states, heavily 
armed groups of gun nuts are 
organizing against gun-control 
laws and, they claim, a plot by 
the U.S. government to bring 
in U.N. troops armed with 
Soviet surplus weaponry to 
subdue the gun-owning popu¬ 
lation. They also, of course, 
oppose reproductive rights, 
homosexuality, immigration, 
affirmative action, and public 
schooling. They gather on 
weekend retreats to drill and 
play war games and plan for 
the future of America - and 
what a grim future it promises 
to be". 

It almost makes me wish we 
had more queer gun nuts. 
Maybe it’s time to replace Camp 
Sister Spirit, the much-harassed 
wymyn’s retreat in Mississippi, 
with Camp Amazon Spirit, ded¬ 
icated to training gay and les¬ 
bian warriors. I bet the local 
bubbas would be a lot more 
careful about picking fights with 
such an establishment! 

No, the future doesn’t look 
real bright. Maybe queers and 
HIVers will do better in the next 
election - those of us who live 
so long. The odds against us 
doing so just got a little steeper 
with this past round. T

tional or psychological harm from infant cir¬ 
cumcision. Unfortunately, Dr. Holtgrewe and 
Cockett took no action on these letters,” says 
an Action Alert in the current issue of NOHAR¬ 
MM Progress Report, dated August, 1994. 

The publication urges readers to write 
Carlson and say how they feel they’ve been 
harmed by circumcision and ask him to have the 
AUA sponsor an investigation into long-term 
harmful consequences of infant circumcision. 

NOHARMM also suggests the possibility 
of taking legal action. “If you know of a young 
man who is sufficiently aware of the damage 
circumcision has done to him, he may be able 
to sue the physician or hospital within one year 
of turning 18. His parents may also sue for not 
having been adequately informed. Ask him to 
contact NOHARMM for details.” 

Getting it recapped 

For those men who feel so strongly about 
their own circumcisions that simply writing or 
initiating lawsuits will not suffice, there is 
another option as well. You’ve heard of recap¬ 
ping a tire? How about restoring the foreskin 
to a penis? Not only is it possible, but there is 
a national network of foreskin restoration sup¬ 
port groups to help. The network, formerly 
RECAP, has changed its name to NORM, the 
National Organization of Restoring Men. 

“Once considered the ‘lunatic fringe,’ 
restoration now gains national media attention 
and is taken seriously by increasing numbers 


of men who had otherwise never considered 
the destructive nature of infant circumcision,” 
Hammond says. He was circumcised at birth 
and is now - like a growing number of men - 
using foreskin restoration methods “to regain 
natural genital integrity.” 

Foreskin can be restored by surgery, 
Hammond said, or non-surgical skin expan¬ 
sion - through gentle stretching of the skin 
for a prolonged period of time. “It’s not a new 
fad,” Hammond said. “Ancient Jews used to 
do it in Hellenistic times, in order to conform 
to the surrounding culture.” Ironically, the 
men who do it now are doing it to be non-con¬ 
formists in America, but they don’t care. 

When comedian and social activist Dick 
Gregory addressed the recent Third International 
Symposium on Circumcision in Washington, 
D.C., he told anti-circumcision activists, 
“You’ve got a long way to go, but don’t give up. 
First they will ignore you, like they did when we 
were trying to fight for black civil rights, and 
then when they see you gaining power they will 
try to distort your message and undermine you 
like they did with the black’s civil rights move¬ 
ment. Hang in there, keep going. 

“You’ll grow.”

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The Last Seduction’: Noir With a Twist 

Wicked Witch

T he films of the early-to-mid ’90s 
will long be remembered for their 
evil femme fatales, Sharon Stone 
in Basic Instinct, Lena Olin in 
Romeo Bleeding, Nicole Kidman in 
Malice just to name a few. But you 
haven’t seen a true femme fatale until 
you’ve met the venal vixen at the center 
of John Dahl’s smart new crime film The 
Last Seduction, which opens November 
18 at the Lumiere. Linda Fiorentino, who 
played a sympathetic chanteuse in last 
year’s Chain of Desire, turns 180 degrees 
in Dahl’s new film to essay the role of 
Bridget Gregory, a woman whose mix¬ 
ture of beauty, brains and heartlessness 
proves so ruinous to the men who cross 
her path that she makes Sharon Stone’s 
ice-pick wielding deviltry look like 
child’s play. 

Indeed, Bridget Gregory is such a 
monument to ruthlessness throughout this 
film that Dangerous ought to be her mid¬ 
dle name. Only that appellation could 
possibly describe a character who so deft¬ 
ly shuttles between seductive glamour 
and porcine impudence, someone who, 
though always tastefully attired, has no 
difficulty knocking people around, hurl¬ 
ing grotesque expletives, stamping out 
cigarettes anywhere - and in anything - 
she pleases and killing the men she 
screws. Appearances to the contrary, 


she’s pure evil. In a scene that epitomizes 
her blend of cultivated exterior and devil¬ 
ish effrontery, Bridget careens into a 
sleepy suburban bar dressed to the nines 
and barks, “Who does a girl have to suck 
to get a drink around here?” As played by 
Fiorentino, Bridget channels our collec¬ 
tive id so coyly that the film’s title almost 
suggests it’s us, the audience, who are 
really her last dupes. 

From the get-go we know Bridget is a 
royal bitch when she flees New York with 
the profits from a dangerous drug deal 
that she forces her husband Clay (Bill 
Pullman), a would-be doctor, to collect 
on. It’s clear to us why Bridget takes the 
money and runs. Tired of playing the 
feckless wife in a dead-end marriage that 
plays itself out in an increasingly down- 
scale Manhattan lifestyle, the money 
becomes her free ride out of dullsville. A 
slap in the face from Clay is the straw that 
finally breaks the camel’s back. 

Call it poetic justice, but the first place 
Bridget ends up after leaving New York is 
Beston, a dreary hick town on the out¬ 
skirts of Buffalo. “Where are you?” her 
lawyer asks when Bridget calls for advice 
about how to divorce Clay. Comes the 
derisive rejoinder from behind a cloud of 
cigarette smoke: “Mayberry.” 

Murder she wrote 

It’s a credit to Ms. Fiorentino’s acting 
skills that her heart of ice is so easily con¬ 


cealed behind chipper, fleeting grins and 
oily encomiums, for that’s how she 
ensnares the men who fall under her gaze. 
One of these unfortunate blokes is Mike 
Swale (Peter Berg), a macho, downward¬ 
ly mobile Bestonite who becomes smitten 


with Bridget’s cut-to-the-chase attitude. 
“I’m hung like a horse,” he tells Bridget 
when he first lays eyes on her. “Let’s see,” 
she says, casually unbuttoning his pants 
while balancing a Manhattan in the other.

Gay Fare at Splashy Film Festival 

Homos Hit the Hamptons 


by Brandon Judell 

gr ast year, outside the 
venue where The 

, I | Hamptons International 
Film Festival was 

unspooling its offerings, Larry 
Kramer was seen sputtering. He 
was distressed at the invasion of 
his country Eden by city-ites. 
But in 1993, the festival’s offer¬ 
ings seemed to concentrate on 
the foibles and angst of children. 
There was only one gay offer¬ 
ing, not including shorts. That 
was Michael ( Zorba the Greek) 
Cacoyannis’ Up, Down and 
Sideways starring Irene Papas. 

This year, the festival’s sec¬ 
ond, the slate of over 50 features 
and 30 shorts was slightly dif¬ 
ferent, with more than a spatter¬ 
ing of homo - and lesbian - 
voices being heard, but Kramer 
was nowhere in sight. Rumor 
had it that he’d escaped to the 
West Coast, where he’s working 
with Ms. Streisand on the film 
adaptation of his The Normal 
Heart. Among the treasures he 
missed by being away were the 
Australian film, The Sum of Us, 
the Irish A Man of No 
Importance and the lesbian Bar 
Girls from the U.S. There were 
also gay critics, authors, a jitney 
driver who propositioned his 
male passengers, and a drag 
photo of Michelle Pfeiffer taken 
by Herb Ritts in the catalog, but 
that was just an ad. 

The Hamptons, for those of 
you not familiar with certain 
East Coast landmarks, is an area 
where the rich surround them¬ 
selves with other rich people so 
they won’t feel so rich. Among 
those situated out there and 
lending their glamorous names 
to the proceedings were the 
likes of Steven Spielberg, Alan 
Alda, Alec Baldwin, Patricia 
Kennedy Lawford, Herbert Ross 
and Terence McNally, whose 
new hit play Love! Valour! 
Compassion! explores 

Hamptonsesque homosexuality 
in the ’90s. But the stars were 
coming out, too. Buy a ticket to 
a screening and you might be 
sitting behind Eli Wallach and 
Anne Jackson or Calvin and 
Kelly Klein. Go to a cafe and 
you hear Joseph Heller regaling 
awestruck folks that he’s too old 
to flirt with girls and attend 
movies. 

Commitment conflict 

Some of the “girls” celebrat¬ 
ing that Heller has aged are star¬ 


ring in Bar Girls, a film that 
looks at an LA tavern and its 
inhabitants. The heroine, 
Loretta (Nancy Allison Wolfe), 
a white, animated cable series 
co-writer, is one of those irritat¬ 
ing women who tries on every 
bit of clothing from pinafores to 
whip accessories before she 
goes out. She’s well-off, has a 
great car, but keeps falling for 
women who won’t make total 
commitments to her. 

When she finally chances 
upon one who will try, Rachel 
(Liza D’Agostino), a black mar¬ 
ried bi on her way to a divorce, 
she’s in heaven. But what’s a 
film without conflicts? Loretta 
goes into jealous rages, gets 
drunk, has cat fights, and finally 
breaks her vow of monogamy 
by bedding a butch. Her friends 
are the type who have all 
screwed with each other when 
they’re not playing billiards. 

Sounds like fun? Well, you 
might not be able to see this 
flick for a while because it has 
no distributor. 

According to director/pro¬ 
ducer Marita Giovanni, who 
first developed and directed Bar 
Girls for the stage, “We’ve had a 
number of inquiries and offers 
from smaller distributors. We’re 
really waiting for some of the 
larger people to see it before we 
decide what we want to do. 
Smaller distributors sometimes 
will give you more care, and you 
can ultimately make more 
money. Or you can go with a 
larger distributor, which is more 
prestigious. I think it’s a crap- 
shoot. Some people are waiting 
to see how much Go Fish actu¬ 
ally makes before they take on 
any more queer pictures.” Her 
next flick: Lesbians Who Kill. 

A major surprise at this fest 
arrived with Trevor. According 
to Darryl Macdonald, the 
Hamptons’ artistic director, “It 
took home our award for the 
Most Popular Short at the festi¬ 
val. Trevor came almost out of 
nowhere. The director, who also 
produced it, Peggy Raj ski - the 
story came to her through a 
newspaper item. A little-known 
fact is that of the teenagers who 
commit suicide, roughly 30 per¬ 
cent are gay or lesbian teens. 
This fact moved her and a num¬ 
ber of associates to actually start 
developing it as a film. 

“Conversely, at the same 
time, there happened to be a 
stage piece which was only 
about ten minutes long that was 


presented in New York about 
this young boy Trevor who’s 
roughly 13 and goes to high 
school. He essentially falls in 
love with his best friend and, 
through the course of the story, 
becomes an outcast because of 
that. He decides that the only 
way out is to commit suicide. 

“Fortunately for the audience 
he doesn’t succeed, but the 
whole experience turns him 
around and gives him a new 
sense of determination. It’s a 
wonderfully uplifting story 
that’s done out of a fact that’s 
very tragic.” 

Fey Finney 

Far less tragic is A Man of No 
Importance, which should hit 
San Francisco in early 1995. 
The story, which takes place in 
the 1960s, focuses on closeted, 
sixtyish, Dublin bus conductor 
Alfie Byrne (Albert Finney), 
who recites poetry to his appre¬ 
ciative daily passengers. His life 
is a simple one: Byrne lives with 
his hostile, misanthropic sister 
(Brenda Flicker); moons over 
the handsome, straight driver of 
his bus (Rufus Sewell); and late 
at night locks himself in his 
room with his books and his 
loneliness. 

When he finally gets the 
nerve to go to a gay bar and pro¬ 
duce Salome at the community 
theatre, tragedy rears its ugly 
head. A few gay activists are 
already saying, “How maudlin! 
Who needs to see this?” But 
why can’t we have films about 
our past? Why can’t we see how 
far we’ve come? 

The Sum of Us also showed 
up after winning Best 
Screenplay at the Montreal 
World Film Festival. This 
Australian film, about a dad 
who gets off on his son’s homo¬ 
sexuality more than the lad 
does, gained even more fans 
here. Kevin Dowling, the pic’s 
American director, was jubilant 
about the reception. He shared 
that the Hamptons’ attendees 
“are very sophisticated audi¬ 
ences. Very much cinephiles. If 
they respond - and I’m happy to 
say they did to my film - then 
you really just feel great.” 

Paula Bernstein, a correspon¬ 
dent for both The New York 
Times and Interview, felt other¬ 
wise. She ran out of the 
women’s bathroom after one 
screening, shouting, “It’s terri¬ 
fying in there. All the women 
have the same noses.” ▼

8 y the time he was mur¬ 
dered by his boyfriend 
at the age of 34, Joe 
Orton had mastered the 
art of the anarchic British farce. 
With successful plays such as 
What the Butler Saw. and 
Entertaining Mr. Sloane, Orton 
brought a wildly funny, caustic 
and overtly sexual perspective 
to the theatre of the mid ’60s. 

Described as the “Oscar 
Wilde of the Welfare State gen¬ 
tility,” Orton skewered British 
mores, delighting in every twist¬ 
ed, perverse, undeniably accu¬ 
rate detail he crafted. Though 
his plays were produced on 
Broadway in his lifetime, it has 
only been after his too-early 
death that American audiences 
have gained an appreciation for 
Orton’s decidedly Brit take on 
pop culture. The American audi¬ 
ence is familiar with Orton not 
from his collected works, but 
rather from his published 
diaries, John Lahr’s biography. 
Prick Up Your Ears, and the 
1987 film of the same name. 

San Francisco audiences can 
sample Orton, the unapologetic, 
ahead-of-his-time gay play¬ 
wright, for themselves with a 
new production of his 1965 play 
Loot at the Victoria Theatre. 
Though this production does not 
show off Orton to his fullest 
advantage, the genius that made 
Orton a master farceur is more 
than evident. Originally pro¬ 
duced in England in 1965, Loot 
was a bomb. The chaotic antics 
of the play involve a dead moth¬ 
er/wife, her bereaved husband, 
her son, the late wife’s schem¬ 
ing, mysterious nurse, a persis¬ 
tent detective and a bank rob¬ 
ber/undertaker who, along with 
the son, has just pulled off a rob¬ 
bery and ends up using the 
mother’s coffin to conceal the 
loot, which means the deceased 
mother ends up in the armoire. 
All through the two-act play, 
Orton lambastes the Catholic 
church, topples conventional 
attitudes towards death, throws 
in some mother/son Freudian 
issues and tops it off with a 
wickedly funny “expose” of 


police corruption. Audiences 
didn’t take to it, and it wasn’t 
until the play was revived in 
1966 that the world was ready to 
laugh at Orton’s ultra-charged 
high jinx. The plot - full of sex, 
death and deception - is ripe for 
Orton’s love of gruesome hilari¬ 
ty, with much of the action tak¬ 
ing place around an open coffin, 
and with frequent appearances 
by the mother’s corpse. 

Wayward direction 

Orton’s play remains outra¬ 
geously funny almost 30 years 
later, but J2M’s production of 
Loot only manages mild laughs 
throughout its uneven two-hour 
course. Director Nicole Galland 
is not up to the challenge of the 
play: pacing problems plague 
the first act, and the acting styles 
of the six-member cast vary 
enough that the actors seem to 
be acting in different plays. 
Michael Grove as Truscott, the 
detective, and Joe Higgins, as 
the bereaved father, deliver 
funny caricatures of British 
restraint and pomposity com¬ 
plete with theatrical voices and 
mannerisms. Michael 

McCormack, as the son, and 
Eric Carrillo, as the undertaker, 
give broad, farcical perfor¬ 
mances with lots of energy, 
physicality and big reactions. 
Neither style is inappropriate for 
the play, but one style would be 
far more effective than two. 
Director Galland, it seems, has 
left her actors adrift to find the 
style of the play for themselves. 
They struggle gamely to make 
something of the play, but the 
lack of a strong directorial hand 
hampers their efforts. 

This is not to say the produc¬ 
tion is without high points. 
Orton’s comedic brilliance 
shines through and allows each 
actor a funny moment or two. 
The biggest disappointment in 
the cast, however, is Lisa Peers 
as Fay, the nurse. Peers, who 
also co-produced the play, has 
difficulty projecting to the audi¬ 
ence. She directs her perfor¬ 
mance solely to the other actors, 
so many of her lines are lost in 
the cavernous Victoria Theatre, 
and her characterization comes 


off as incomplete and hollow. 
The character of Fay is pivotal, 
calling for Julie Andrews on the 
outside and Joan Crawford on 
the inside. Without a strong 
actor in this role, the play just 
rolls along, amicably enough for 
the most part, but directionless 
nonetheless. 

After the success of 
Whatever Happened to B.B. 
Jane? and Hush Up, Sweet 
Charlotte, Loot is J2M’s first 
attempt at an established play. 


Their ambitious season is also 
reported to include an evening 
of Charles Ludlam plays and a 
mounting of Aristophane’s 
Lysistrata. To avoid the mis¬ 
steps of Loot, J2M would do 
better to take more care in craft¬ 
ing their productions and work 
harder to make sure their actors 
are better served. T

Nineteen-eighty four is the year that 
Dave, a thirtysomething New York Jew, was 
infected with the HIV virus. He has since 
survived the death of his boyfriend, Don. As 
a member of ACT UP, he’s surrounded by 
the sick and dying. He refers to himself as 
“yet another future ghost.” Still, when he’s 
with his biological family, his mother has the 
chutzpah to say that his sister has seen more 
people die than anyone she knows. Dave’s 
mother is neither ignorant nor in denial. This 
unnatural parent suffers from something 
much more serious: the conviction that her 
own son is somehow less than human. That 
somehow his dead friends don’t count, 
because they weren’t normal. 

Conformity was what Orwell’s Winston 
Smith was on the run from, but it’s what 
Schulman’s Dave, with desperate irony, 
desires: “That’s what we diseased pariahs 
want more than anything else on earth: nor¬ 
malcy.” If he hadn’t been, from a tender age. 


irrepressibly fey, his parents wouldn’t hate 
him. If he hadn’t civilly disobeyed their 
unreasonable, unspoken request that he be 
something other than what he is, they would¬ 
n’t want him dead. But they do, and it is this 
incestuous death wish that Dave denounces, 
making 1984 a kind of J’accuse for the gay 
sons of homophobes. 

Dave has too much ACT UP style self- 
respect to go begging for his parents’ 
approval. As behooves a middle-class kid, he 
is only subtly in-their-face about their miss¬ 
ing milk of human kindness. But he won’t be 
shut out and he refuses to be bitter. He’s 
courageously clear about his need for their 
love: “There’s nothing that could kill us 
more efficiently than parental indifference.” 
Coming from a normal person, this state¬ 
ment would be self-evident. In Dave’s 
mouth, however, the words become an elo¬ 
quent plea for a radical rethinking of family 
values. 

Mark Ameen plays Dave in striped red 
pajamas and navy blue socks wearing out at 
the toes. His performance, as directed by 
Rich Rubin, is simple and focused and utter¬ 


ly convincing. More stoic than hysterical, 
too lucid for melodrama, Dave’s quiet rea¬ 
sonableness is firmly rooted in emotional 
reality. The vastness of his grief precludes 
the easy wallow. Ameen originally played 
Dave in New York in a 15-minute version of 
the monologue. As he grows into his newly- 
expanded role, he can only increase in range 
and power. 

Near play’s end, Schulman has Dave 
quote the late Bob Rafsky, a real-life hero to 
the New York gay community, a dying guy 
given to outraged and outrageous provoca¬ 
tion. His body covered in lesions, he took to 
wearing cut-off jeans and a spaghetti strap T- 
shirt. At a friend’s funeral, after the family of 
the deceased had misguidedly tried for an 
upbeat service, Rafsky addressed the crowd: 
“The least we can do is not take false com¬ 
fort.” 1984 affords us none. On this stage, 
there are no angels. T

James Baldwin’s ‘The Amen Corner’ 


Higher and Higher

| f you haven’t been to 
church in a while, particu¬ 
larly a sanctified African- 
American church, and 
you’re missing the emotional 
high of all that joyous gospel 
singing, foot stomping and hand 
clapping, then check out the 


Lorraine Hansberry Theatre’s 
innovative new production of 
James Baldwin’s The Amen 
Corner. 

This is a story of strife, 
hypocrisy, strength and faith - a 
poignant, inspirational parable 
about a self-anointed preacher 
who comes face to face with her 
long buried past and is humbled 


by discovering that true faith 
means loving all God’s children 
unconditionally. As she watches 
her family and the hard-won 
loyalty of her church crumble 
around her, she is forced to 
question and eventually aban¬ 
don the strict and unbending 
views that have created the con¬ 
flict ripping apart her family and 
congregation. Ultimately, The 
Amen Corner is about the choic¬ 
es people make in their lives and 
how they sometimes come back 
to haunt us. 

Autobiographical effort 

The Amen Corner, which 
was written in the early 1950s, 
was Baldwin’s first play. It is 
representative of a crucial peri¬ 
od in his life and career when he 
was forced to defy conventional 
theatrical and literary wisdom 
by demonstrating that a then lit¬ 
tle-known black writer could 
have his work produced suc¬ 
cessfully in the American the¬ 
atre. The Amen Corner is also a 
semi-autobiographical work 
which draws upon Baldwin’s 
own history as a boy with an 
overbearing, sometimes abusive 
father. 

Reflecting on the experi¬ 
ences that were to shape his 
writing of this work, Baldwin 
wrote, “I was born in the 
church. I knew that out of the 
ritual of the church ... comes the 
act of theatre, the communion

which is the theatre. What I 
wanted to do in the theatre was 
to recreate the moments I 
remembered as a boy preacher, 
to involve the people, even 
against their will, to shake them 
up and hopefully, to change 
them.” 

Baldwin achieves his goal. 
This play is as socially relevant 
today as when he first wrote it. 
It offers a masterful and insight¬ 
ful portrait of blacks in 
American society, and a picture 
of the historical triumph that we 
have managed to achieve time 
and time again through the hard- 
won affirmation of our human 
spirit. 

Baldwin goes on to write of 
his central character, Sister 
Margaret, that “she is in the 
church because society has left 
her no place else to go. Her 
sense of reality is dictated by 
society’s assumption ... of her 
inferiority. Her need for human 
affirmation ... expresses itself in 
merciless piety; and her love ... 
turns her into a tyrannical matri¬ 
arch. [As the play unfolds, 
Sister Margaret] loses her old 
self... . Her ultimate triumph is 
the triumph of the Negro peo¬ 
ple... . [She] gains the keys to 
the kingdom. The kingdom is 
love, and love is selfless... . 
Only the self can lead one there. 
She gains herself.” 

Enriching music 

The Amen Comer features 
the colorful, effective staging of 
award-winning artist/director 
Danny Duncan. Duncan has 
greatly expanded the role of 
music in the play by integrating 
the amazing, authoritative 
gospel artistry of Arvis 
Strickling-Jones and a choir of 
some of the leading gospel voic¬ 


es in the Bay Area. 

The Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre’s new production fea¬ 
tures over a dozen traditional 
and contemporary gospel songs. 
Baldwin suggests specific reli¬ 
gious songs and hymns that his 
characters could sing at suitable 
moments throughout the play, 
but Duncan and Strickling- 
Jones have magnified the role of 
the music and placed it at the 
heart of the play. 

Despite the expansion of the 
role of gospel music throughout 
The Amen Comer, it remains a 
drama with music, not a musi¬ 
cal. It enriches the play by illu¬ 
minating the dialogue and 
action - sometimes accentuating 
it, while at other times over¬ 
shadowing it. 

The acting and singing are 
awe-inspiring, though one could 
quibble with Pamela Swedon’s 
Sister Boxer, who smacks just a 
bit too much of sitcom actress 
Jackee. Of particular note in the 
stellar cast are Velina Brown 
(Sister Margaret Alexander), 
Jeanne Cuffey (her sister 
Odessa), Marcie L. Henderson 
(Ida Jackson) and Jamielah 
Mi’Kal (Sister Moore). 

All in all, The Amen Comer 
is well worth the price of the 
ticket. For me it was like discov¬ 
ering the joy and wondrousness 
of the sanctified African- 
American church all over again 
without all the guilt and con¬ 
demnation that so often accom¬ 
pany it. ▼

Massenet’s Rarely Performed Herodiade 

Another Las Vegas Night at SFO

ules Massenet’s 1881 
opera Herodiade is not 
' his best work and, thus, 
is far down the operatic 
food chain. Nonetheless, it 
deserves to be heard occasional¬ 
ly, and the San Francisco Opera 
gets kudos for including it in 
this year’s repertoire. 
Unfortunately our local opera 
company too often follows a 
wise, even bold decision, by 
promptly undercutting its own 
efforts. So it is perhaps appro¬ 
priate that opening night last 
week ended with the great tenor 
Placido Domingo bobbing and 
weaving during his curtain call 
in an attempt to avoid being hit 
in the head by the bouquets 
being lobbed at him by the 
flower thrower, who - with the 
tacit approval of the SFO man¬ 
agement - destroys the end of 
most performances by turning 
curtain calls into referendums 
on singers’ catching abilities 
rather than their operatic skills. 

Herodiade is based (loosely) 
on Gustave Flaubert’s tale 
Herodias - far from Flaubert’s 
best work. As Massenet retells 
the story, Herodiade has aban¬ 
doned both her husband and her 
daughter Salome (who is 
unaware of her mother’s identi¬ 
ty) to marry Herode, King of 
Galilee. Herode becomes 
enchanted by the young, inno¬ 
cent Salome, who is searching 
for her unknown mother and is 
also in love with the prophet 
Jean (John the Baptist). Jean has 
run afoul of Herodiade by 
denouncing her in public. 
Eventually Jean decides God 
wants him to accept Salome’s 
earthly love, but Herode, 
angered by Salome’s spuming 
of his own advances and egged 
on by his wife, has Jean behead¬ 
ed (without having Salome 
dance). When Salome sees 
Jean’s severed head, she grabs a 
dagger and tries to kill 
Herodiade, who announces, 
“Spare me, I am your mother!” 
Horrified, Salome kills herself 
instead. 


Biblical epics 

It’s not Massenet’s fault - 
nor Flaubert’s - that this con¬ 
coction of religion and sex, 
along with its “exotic” Near 
Eastern setting, is so indubitably 
linked in contemporary minds 
with the likes of Cecil B. De 
Mille that it is almost impossi¬ 
ble to view Herodiade, and 
many of her sister operas of the 
time, with any sort of objectivi¬ 
ty. Perhaps we are just too close 
to the Victorian age to appreci¬ 
ate such works of art for what 
they are rather than condescend¬ 
ingly snickering at them. 

Nor is it Massenet’s fault that 
his harmonic language and 
orchestral pallet so inspired a 
couple generations of 
Hollywood composers that 
almost any 15 minutes of his 
music will evoke at least two B 
pictures from the ’30s and ’40s. 
For instance the plucked strings 
in descending thirds that herald 
both of Salome’s entrances in 
Act I inevitably lead one to 
expect Yvonne DeCarlo or Rita 
Hayworth to come running 
onstage wearing gossamer 
harem pants and lots of clanking 
bracelets. 

Still, when one listens to 
arias from Herodiade recorded 
by singers like Yvonne Gall, 
Paul Franz and Louis Lestelly 
(among many others) these 
images do not emerge. Rather, 
one is positively enchanted by 
their sentiment. Which means it 
probably was the total absence 
of anything even approaching 
French style that all too often 
turned the SF Opera’s 
Herodiade into Las Vegas 
kitsch. 

But then why was conductor 
Valery Gergiev, so brilliant in 
Prokofiev’s The Fiery Angel, 
assigned to this opera? With the 
exception of Juan Pons as 
Herode all the cast were singing 
their roles for the first time and 
everyone needed a strong 
French stylist to help them bring 
their roles to life. They did not 
get it. 

And producer Lotfi 


Mansouri (presumably) could 
not do anything about the fact 
that Domingo (Jean) only both¬ 
ered to show up for the last three 
or four rehearsals (and even 
flew out for an engagement 
elsewhere during that time) and, 
consequently, spent part of the 
first performance trying to 
decide where he was supposed 
to move next. But that does not 
explain why the rest of the cast, 
with the exception of Kenneth 
Cox as Phanuel, a Chaldean 
astrologer, spent much of the 
evening singing on their knees. 
Or why poor Renee Fleming 
(Salome) spent a considerable 
amount of time lying flat on her 
back in the dirt outside the town 
gates. When there was a choice 
between tacky and artistic ways 
of doing something, tacky won 
every time. (One shudders to 
think how this penchant for 
gaucherie will manifest itself in 
the new Lucia.) 

Zesty Zajick 

Thank God for Dolora Zajick 
(Herodiade), who was the 
vocally outstanding member of 
the cast opening night. Her 
enormous voice can hurl high 
C-flats with the greatest singers 
of the century, but she also did a 
lot of delicate, sensuous soft 
singing, proving once again that 
she is an artist, not just an aston¬ 
ishing singer. She saved the 
evening musically. 

Fleming is potentially one of 
the singers of the decade but she 
is miscast in French roles (at 
least until she gets strong coach¬ 
ing in the style), and she seemed 
uncomfortable during much of 
the opera. Pons did some nice 
soft singing in the middle of his 
voice but was otherwise undis¬ 
tinguished. 

It has been far too long since 
Domingo sang here, and if the 
only way to get him back was in 
this part, so be it. (Several per¬ 
formances of this Herodiade 
with Domingo are being record¬ 
ed by Sony for release as a live 
CD.) But on opening night his 
Jean was tentative, even a bit

Low-Risk Month at Davies Hall

MMttjMi he current budget crunch at the 
San Francisco Symphony must 
have been anticipated some time 
ago. What else could explain the 
overtly cautious programming of the past 
few weeks? 

Conservative subscribers may be satis¬ 
fied with yet another Mozart Jupiter or 
Beethoven Eighth, but judging by the 
many empty seats at weekend concerts, 
not every music lover buys the overly 
familiar. 

Well known guest artists have been no 
guarantee either. Two weeks ago, Russian 
conductor Valery Gergiev expertly 
framed a performance of Chopin’s Piano 
Concerto No. 2, featuring guest soloist 
Jean-Yves Thibaudet, with Prokofiev’s 
delightful Symphony No. 1 and Dvorak’s 
over-exposed Ninth Symphony. This was 
the long anticipated SF Symphony debut 
of movie-star handsome Thibaudet, who 
graciously stepped in at the last minute 
for an injured Maria Tipo. 

The only adventurous offering in 
recent memory was a major disappoint¬ 
ment. The SF Symphony premiere of 
Christopher Rouse’s Trombone Concerto 
revealed a score of deafening bombast 
and precious little content. It appeared 
more combative than lamenting, despite 
the stated intention in the program notes 
of its being written in memory of Leonard 
Bernstein. 

Principal chair with the orchestra and 
star soloist Mark Lawrence almost man¬ 
aged to convince with his breathtaking 
assurance and obvious involvement. Still, 
the only moments of genuine interest dur¬ 
ing an ears-splitting and annoying display 
came with actual quotations from 
Bernstein’s own Symphony No. 3 
(Kaddish). 


Blomstedt The Predictable 

Music Director Herbert Blomstedt was 
given two weeks of concerts primarily 
intended to rehearse the orchestra to per¬ 
fection for current recording efforts. 
There is no real harm in this, considering 
the importance of these ventures and 
Blomstedt’s proven track record with the 
orchestra’s recording ambitions. 

He is no glamour puss or podium per¬ 
sonality, but rather a solid interpreter with 
a sure grasp of large musical structures 
and architecture. That he has captured 
these qualities so consistently on disc and 
forged the orchestra into a suave ensem¬ 
ble eliciting international praise is no 
small feat. We have much to be thankful 
for in Mr. Blomstedt. 

The maestro has particular strengths 
with Richard Strauss (passionate, but 
organized and perhaps a trifle bourgeois), 
Bruckner (profound, massive, with a ten¬ 
dency to ramble), and Sibelius and 
Nielsen - Scandinavians with a gift for 
concise, yet monumental, statements 
(surprise, surprise). 

Finally getting around to completing a 
Sibelius Symphony cycle, Blomstedt 
gave us a powerful, pastoral and cogent 
Symphony No. 3. What grand and rough- 
hewn splendor in such a relatively brief 
statement! This is meat and potatoes to 
Blomstedt, and he had the orchestra play¬ 
ing in wonderful unison. The resulting 
disc should be a fine conclusion to a 
much admired cycle. It could reach the 
level of international prestige already 
accorded the completed Nielsen set. 

Richard Strauss’ Death and 
Transfiguration and Tdl Eulenspiegel’s 
Merry Pranks also appeared as concert 
fillers and, doubtless, as disc fillers as 
well. They were equally well played, if 
hardly as interesting. 

The newspaper strike supposedly had 


a disastrous effect on ticket sales and that 
is a pity, but one suspects more imagina¬ 
tive programming could have transcend¬ 
ed the difficulties of insufficient advertis¬ 
ing venues. The upcoming holiday events 
may suffer from a late start in grabbing 
audience interest, but much of the fare is, 


frankly, too predictable to ignite genuine 
enthusiasm. The traditional Messiah can¬ 
not be ignored and a Thanksgiving visit 
with John Williams sounds appealing, but 
a little more trust in the patron’s sense of 
adventure could possibly prove more suc¬ 
cessful in the future. ▼

hining dykes. Sentimental lounge divas. Emasculating 
phone-sex workers. Sandra Bernhard juggles almost as 
many personalities as Sybil on her new album, Excuses 
For Bad Behavior, Part 1. Bernhard is more interested in 
characterization here than carrying a tune, more apt to offer up a the¬ 
atrical performance 
piece than a conven¬ 
tional pop song. She 
even turns pop songs 
into theatrical pieces, 
as on “Manic 
Superstar,” the 

“Everything’s All 
Right”/”M a nic 
Depression” medley, 
where she lurches 
back and forth 
between imperson¬ 
ations of Yvonne 
Elliman coo and Jimi 
Hendrix swagger. 

This album affords 
Bernhard some good 
roles but not many 
good songs. Her best 
material - “Sympathy 
For the Devil,” “50 
Ways to Leave Your 
Lover” and 

Sylvester’s “You 

Make Me Feel 
(Mighty Real)” - are 
all covers, but except for her reinvention of Jagger’s Lucifer as lan¬ 
guid temptress on “Sympathy For the Devil,” she doesn’t do the songs 
justice. As for her own material (songs written or co-written by 
Bernhard), the spoken-word numbers seem tossed-off and uninspired, 
while the pop songs sound like parodies of “If I Could Turn Back 
Time”-era Cher hits.

Bright’s Second ‘Best American Erotica’ 

Susie Knows Best

m he thing about The Best 
1 American Erotica of 

\ 1994 is you have to put 

'' the book down. No mat¬ 
ter how much you want to con¬ 
tinue reading, at some point 
your eyes glaze over, the type¬ 
face begins to wiggle, your own 
unpublished erotic fantasies 
take over and you may even feel 
like using both hands. 

You can imagine what The 
Best is like to review. 
Consultations with a colleague 
devolved into phone sex, which 
gives you an idea of the book’s 
effect on my critical faculties. I 
haven’t been out of bed in days. 
My favorite red-headed domina- 
trix, all dressed up in saran wrap 
and a nose ring, said if I didn’t 
dictate this to her she’d stop 
peeing on me. What’s a bottom 
to do? 

Editrix Susie Bright’s second 
collection is more than just 
another one-handed reader. 
These 20 tales - of varying for¬ 
mat, fixation and finesse - may 
not be to your particular 
fetishistic taste. They may 
inspire you to nothing more 
implicating than a one-handed, 
site-specific rubdown. Then 
again, they might elicit some 
pumping, drooling, scratched, 
bitten, flushed and feverish 
prose of your own. 


And that’s no idle textual 
fantasy. Bright’s introduction 
consists of a call for submis¬ 
sions - yes, that kind - and a list 
of “erotica guidelines” aimed at 
making “the most tired libido 
twitch with anticipation.” She 
cites Dorothy Allison’s “wet 
test” and observes that, “A great 
erotic story will create uncer¬ 
tainty in readers, no matter how 
smug they were when they 
opened the first page (sic).” 

This reader smugly expected 
to be aroused at predictable 
points along several formulaic 
narrative lines. What actually 
happened was much more sub¬ 
versive. This whole book is suf¬ 
fused with sexiness in the same 
way real life is mined with ran¬ 
dom erotic charges. Desire’s 
omnipresence is evoked through 
the writers’ wide range of sexu¬ 
al and aesthetic preference, 
oscillating literary competence 
and multiple choice of subject 
matter. The biggest teasing turn¬ 
on is that most of these stories 
seem to be about something 
other than sex. When the taboo 
is thus evenly distributed, eroti¬ 
ca is less the hair-trigger of 
blessed release than the slow- 
burning fuse of perpetual sexual 
anticipation. 

Here’s some of the stuff 
these wet dreams are made of: 

From Michael Lowenthal’s 
Better Safe, an adorable story of 
a fag with a latex fetish: “His 
circumcised dick was just like 
his legs, long and thin...But then 
as I watched, it twitched to the 
side and then lurched upward in 


small bursts, filling with blood 
until it stood straight up to his 
belly button. It must have been 
eight inches long, and still hard¬ 
ly as thick as a hot dog!” 

From The Waking State, a 
rare and well-observed example 
of erotic self-discipline by 
Gerry Pearlberg: “[I felt my] 
fear of her, fear of the feelings 
she aroused in me, and fear of 
her intrusion upon my real life. 
Her offer was an earthquake, 
dislodging the bridges between 
awake and asleep, good sex and 
bad. My inner fault line tore 
open before me, violently divid¬ 
ing my body’s terrain from that 
of reason, intellect, and self- 
restraint.” 

From Mark Butler’s cum- 
curdling evocation of neo- 
fascistic desire, Cool and Clean 
and Crisp: “They dared each 
other to mush his face further 
and further down into the sand, 
playing. They built a campfire, 
roasted weenies, told stories, 
shed a few tears, hugged, 
belched, buried him upside 
down to his ankles and held 
burning matches to his toes. 
Bonding.” 

From Abigail Thomas’s low- 
key treatment of an older 
woman’s fling, A Tooth for 
Every Child: “Louise is of an 
age now when most of the men 
in her life are former lovers who 
fly in from nowhere for a couple 
of days every six years or so; 
they sit on her chairs, eat at her 
table, sleep in her bed, and when 
they leave, they leave a kind of 
half-life behind, an absence so 
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palpable it is almost a presence.” 

Avant-garde buyer beware: 
nearly all these pieces have been 
previously published elsewhere, 
patiently awaiting the Bright 
imprimatur before venturing out 
into the mainstream.

Mystery Maven 

Second Guess: An Amanda Valentine Mystery

hen Jennifer Fulton writes mysteries, she writes them as 
WfM mm Rose Beecham. And since Jennifer Fulton is a very fine 
iff llf writer, you might expect that Rose Beecham is a fine 
writer too. You’re right. I took a 
stroll down memory lane, by way of 
word search, to see what I had said 
about Fulton/Beecham in the past, 
and I found that I enthusiastically 
lauded her novels, short stories, and 
first Beecham mystery. How won¬ 
derful it is to report that the new 
Amanda Valentine mystery is also 
a thoroughly engrossing read. 
Since last we saw our hero, 
Valentine has spent a year on 
leave, and she returns to 
Wellington just in time for the 
bizarre murder of the closeted 
daughter of an important New 
Zealand politician. Since the 
body is found whipped and 
cuffed in a lesbian sex club, 
Valentine’s superiors and subor¬ 
dinates are ready and eager to believe that the 
dead lesbian must have been the victim of kinky lesbian sex. 
Valentine suspects that the body was left in a dyke sex club as a 
bloody red herring, and looks for motives of revenge or rage. But 
what about Casey Randall, the owner of the sex club? Is she hiding 
more than she knows? 

On the way to a remarkable, and thoroughly convincing climax, 
Beecham creates believable characters in compelling situations, 
with enough humor to provide effective counterpoint to the work of 
detecting. Second Guess is a thoroughly enjoyable mystery, full of 
odd twists and odder turns. Jennifer Fulton and Rose Beecham is 
one outstanding writer. I hope both of her keeps writing for a long 
time. T

For Mike, Bridget is a dream 
come true. He thinks he’s final¬ 
ly met a real woman. But in 
Mike Bridget sees little more 
than a quick lay. “You’re my 
designated fuck,” she tells him 
after one of their hastily impro¬ 
vised sexual encounters. It’s not 
until she learns Clay is after her 
- and the money - that Bridget 
realizes Mike might come in 
handy for something more than 
screwing, that he might, with a 
little manipulation, even per¬ 
form a murder that would allow 
her to keep the stolen booty. 

Getting Mike to commit 
murder is half the fun for black¬ 
hearted Bridget. To this end, she 
lands a job in the same insur¬ 
ance firm he works for, rents a 
proper suburban tract house in 
Beston, and proceeds to do 
everything within her power to 
create the impression that she’s 
hopelessly in love with him. 

Country bumpkin that he is, 
Mike buys the love routine but 
balks at murder when Bridget 
proposes the idea to him in the 
guise of a morality play in 
which Clay is not her husband 
but a sleazy real-estate baron 
named Cahill who throws old 
people out of their homes. The 
scheme almost works, but Mike 
still can’t bring himself to com¬ 
mit murder: “Don’t you realize 
we’re talking about murderV he 
screams. 

It’s only when Bridget jerry- 
rigs the return of Mike’s 
estranged wife, Trish, to Beston 
that Mike thinks murder and 


money aren’t so bad after all. 
This reviewer does not wish to 
give away the full meaning of 
the panic that Trish inspires in 
Mike; let’s just say Trish, who is 
played by one curiously-named 
Serena, has conspicuously big 
bones and could destroy Mike’s 
macho posture with a single lift 
of her skirt. 

Thankfully, all of this is 
delightfully underplayed, as the 
real focus in this film isn’t on 
the sundry characters Dahl and 
screenwriter Steve Barancik 
create to move the story forward 
but on the lurid spectacle of 
Bridget’s criminal mind in the 
thrall of hatching an evil plot. 
She simply never stops pumping 
black energy to the surface of 
the screen. And if she seems a 
trifle nervous about undertaking 
murder as a career in the begin¬ 
ning of the film, by its end she’s 
offering up helpful hints like an 
old pro: “Make sure to turn off 
the lights when you’re finished,” 
she tells Mike as part of her 
instructions for putting 
Clay/Cahill to death. “Why?” 
asks Mike. “Pop psychology,” 
she responds perfunctorily. “It’s 
to let yourself know you’ve fin¬ 
ished an unpleasant chore.” She 
ought to know. 

Some viewers may see in 
Bridget’s murderous man-bash¬ 
ing a feminist message, but this 
would be a mistake. Bridget is a 
Neanderthal at heart, a ruthless 
bitch who is not the least bit 
interested in philosophical 
reflection. She’s the kind of 
amoral slug in whom countless 
directors and writers have found 
endless material for psychologi¬ 
cal thrillers, and in whom audi¬ 


ences often find vicarious, if 
forbidden, pleasure. That you 
may find yourself more than 
once rooting for her is part of 
the fun. That she gets away with 
her crimes in the end may scare 
the hell out of you. 

Dark but witty 

John Dahl is not a household 
name. His most recent film. Red 
Rock West, was first seen on 
Home Box Office and was later 
picked up for theatrical release. 
Though it underwhelmed at the 
box office, it earned consider¬ 
able praise from critics. The Last 
Seduction also had its first out¬ 
ing on HBO, but it’s safe to say 


that this will be the last time 
Dahl’s work is forced to prove 
itself on the cable market before 
securing theatrical release. The 
Last Seduction serves notice of a 
formidable talent. This is a taut, 
smart film completely lacking in 
pretension. There are no ponder¬ 
ous soliloquies or maudlin mes¬ 
sages, and though there is vio¬ 
lence, it’s never gratuitous. Dahl 
makes no bones about the film’s 
lineage either. The Last 
Seduction is obviously indebted 
to noir flicks of the ’40s - yes, 
all the men take the fall for the 
double-crossing dame - but the 
director doesn’t rely on stylistic 
cliches of the genre to make his 


points. The film is not shot in 
black and white, only one of the 
men, Mike, is an obvious sucker, 
and, unlike most noir films, this 
one has a vivid, sardonic sense 
of humor. It’s noir with a twist. 
Those who found Red Rock West 
praiseworthy will not be disap¬ 
pointed by Dahl’s new film, in 
which lean directorial style, a 
wonderful cast and clever script 
provide superb entertainment. T

He first became seriously ill 
in New York in August and was 
hospitalized there. He was 
transferred to Miami’s Mercy 
Hospital, was released to go 
home, and then entered the hos¬ 
pital for the last time October 
14. 

Before his death he was 
reunited with three brothers and 
a sister who were left behind in 
Cuba when Zamora, another 
sibling, and his parents came to 
this country in the 1980 Mariel 
boatlift. 

President Clinton issued a 
statement saying he was “deeply 
saddened” by Zamora’s death. 

“In his short life, Pedro edu¬ 
cated and enlightened our 
nation,” Clinton said. “He 
taught all of us that AIDS is a 
disease with a human face and 
one that affects every American, 
indeed every citizen of the 
world. And he taught people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS how to fight for 
their rights and live with dignity. 

“Pedro was particularly 
instrumental in reaching out to 
his own generation, where 
AIDS is striking hard,” Clinton 
said. “Through his work with 
MTV, he taught young people

that the real world includes 
AIDS and that each of us has the 
responsibility to protect our¬ 
selves and our loved ones.” 

Zamora became infected 
with HIV as a freshman in high 
school. He began speaking pub¬ 
licly to groups of young people 
about AIDS soon after learning 
of his infection as a high school 
senior. 

AIDS activists say Zamora 
became one of the nation’s lead¬ 
ing AIDS educators, appearing 
on television nationally and 
internationally. 

“In his abbreviated lifetime, 
Pedro did more for HIV and 
adolescents than anyone or any 
organization I know,” said Jay 
Coburn of the AIDS Action 
Council. “His honest, non-judg- 
mental presentations made him 
an invaluable advocate for 
young people with HIV/AIDS 
or at risk of HIV infection.” 

In July, Zamora told a con¬ 
gressional committee, “I am frus¬ 
trated with programs that are 
more concerned with offending 
people in the general public than 
with saving lives. 

“If you want to reach me as a 
young gay man, especially a 
young gay man of color, then 
you need to give me the infor¬ 
mation in a language and vocab¬ 
ulary I can understand and relate

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Vampire

In their meeting at a seedy 
hotel, the vampire Louis (Brad 
Pitt) tells his story, in flashback, 
to a reporter played by Christian 
Slater. The tale begins in 1791 
when Louis, a young widower, 
leaves his Louisiana plantation 
and unsuccessfully attempts to 
drown his sorrows in decadent 
New Orleans. Enter the vampire 
Lestat (Tom Cruise) who scoops 
Louis into his arms and leads 
him into the vampire life for all 
eternity. But the path of true 
bloodlust is seldom smooth. 
Lestat subsequently turns a 
young girl named Claudia 
(Kirsten Durst) into a vampire, 
hoping she will save his bumpy, 
perpetually co-dependent rela¬ 
tionship with Louis. Yet Lestat 
only succeeds in creating the 
dysfunctional family from hell. 

As others have learned, 
three-ways are not made for 
eternity. Claudia and Louis 
eventually ditch Lestat and head 
for Paris in search of their vam¬ 
pire roots. In Paris, they discov¬ 
er an entire coven of vampires 
holding court at - what else - 
the Theatre des Vampires. 
Armand (Antonio Banderas), 
leader of the vampire thespians, 
takes a shine to Louis and yet 
another bloodsucking triangle 
heads toward its tumultuous 


conclusion in 19th-century Paris. 
Finally back in the 20th-century, 
Louis and the reporter learn that 
the vampire Lestat hasn’t played 
his last card. Director Neil 
Jordan manages to get all those 
plot twists on screen with the 
aid of Philippe Roussselot’s 
stunning cinematography and 
Sandy Powell’s exquisite cos¬ 
tuming, while exercising maxi¬ 
mum Cruise control to get the 
necessary performance from his 
star, Tom. 

Cast against type as Lestat, 
Cruise, out of his depth here, 
nevertheless delivers a credible 
portrayal. But there are those 
moments, especially in the 
beginning of the film, when it’s 
hard to ignore the passing 
resemblance between the 
bewigged, big-nosed Cruise and 
‘60s icon Tiny Tim. Brad Pitt’s 
forlorn Louis remains the most 
completely realized perfor¬ 
mance in the film, but young 
Kirsten Dunst also provides a 
winningly evil rendering of 
Claudia. Although this dark, 
relentlessly gory Interview has 
a lot going for it, the film occa¬ 
sionally loses momentum. 
When the blood-letting sub¬ 
sides, an emotional emptiness 
arises, generically appropriate 
to the subject matter, yet 
strangely inconsistent with the 
depth of Rice’s novel. The cred¬ 
it, and the blame, go to Neil 
Jordan. 
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Blandishing 

In a recent interview, director 
Jordan said, “The most interest¬ 
ing thing to me was just to tell 
the story.” And in this aspect, 
like no other, Jordan’s Interview 
With the Vampire succeeds. 
Although Anne Rice gets offi¬ 
cial credit for the screenplay, 
this is a Neil Jordan picture 
from start to finish. Previous 
Jordan efforts like Mona Lisa 
and The Crying Game estab¬ 
lished this writer-director’s ten¬ 
dency to simply tell a story and 
let the natural frisson between 
the characters and their quirky 
situations carry the day. That 
technique, here applied to 
Rice’s complex and atmospheric 
vampire tale, is both the bless¬ 
ing and the curse of Jordan’s 
film. In skimming across the 
surface of 200 years, is the vam- 
pire-as-metaphor reduced to an 
immortal serial killer? Has the 
essential homoeroticism of the 
original story been eliminated? 
The answer is yes and no - but 
mostly yes. 

A thirst for blood is the vam¬ 
pire curse, and Cruise and com¬ 
pany compulsively drain rats 
and poodles as well as humans. 
The non-human subjects are 
devoured and discarded by 
Louis, who has difficulty killing 
humans. But Lestat shows the 


vampire predilection for playing 
with his two-legged victims like 
a cat toys with a mouse. For 
adults, the vampire’s prelude to 
death usually takes the form of a 
sexual seduction, with a termi¬ 
nal bite on the neck replacing 
intercourse. (The victims do not 
go on to become vampires 
unless Lestat allows them to 
drink of his own blood.) Yet, in 
the course of this film, there is 
not a single kiss between two 
males; the only overtly sexual 
seductions are heterosexual. In 
male-male couplings, the vam¬ 
pire is shown going for the jugu¬ 
lar with about the same degree 
of sexual innuendo as a locker 
room fanny-pat. 

Aborted sexual forays 

Interview falters by failing to 
distinguish between the desire 
Lestat has for his next meal and 
the passion he feels for Louis. 
Lestat does not choose Louis as 
dinner, he chooses him as a part¬ 
ner for all eternity; in this film 
Lestat makes that choice with 
all the premeditation one would 
summon to swat a fly. Director 
Jordan undercuts the power of 
Rice’s story - and his own film 
- by failing to develop this cru¬ 
cial distinction; and Cruise fails 
as an actor in his inability or 
unwillingness to portray it. 


Antonio Banderas, as Armand, 
brings some of this homoerotic 
desire to his characterization, 
but director Jordan has Louis 
reject Armand just as their lips 
are about to meet for the first 
time on screen. This is only the 
most flagrant example of the 
many aborted forays into homo¬ 
eroticism that litter this film. 
Jordan uses the prospect of 
same-sex attraction for the pur¬ 
pose of audience titillation 
instead of employing it directly 
to develop the story’s themes 
and characters. A different 
choice might have propelled the 
film past those lush but hollow 
moments when the story lags. 

It’s no small accomplishment 
that Interview With the Vampire 
delivers on the promise of Anne 
Rice’s novel in terms of plot and 
atmosphere. But Neil Jordan’s 
darkly sumptuous production 
rarely delves beneath the super¬ 
ficial angst of its characters. 
That failure should not be 
viewed as an unconscious one. 
It is, after all, turning out to be a 
very Republican year. V

Granted: White’s prose is a shade too baroque 
for most common readers. This is especially evi¬ 
dent in his early novels - Forgetting Elena or 
Nocturnes for the King of Naples - but even in A 
Boy's Own Story, White’s passion for the painful¬ 
ly perfect phrase often obtrudes on otherwise ordi¬ 
nary adventures and swamps the story in its words. 

Yet the very preciosity which distracts the read¬ 
er in White’s nl jovels is the sparkling strength of 
his essays. Perhaps this is because the essay is a 
form directed toward the uncommon reader, toward 
those writers manque eager for the pleasures of the 
text. White has the eye for the telling detail and the 
erudition for the consummate quote, and he knows 
how to weave it all together. Reading through The 
Burning Library, White’s recently published col¬ 
lection of essays, it’s tempting to see White as a gay 
Montaigne, crafting an essay according to whatev¬ 
er elegant whim entrances him. 

The most remarkable essays in The Burning 
Library bear witness to the last quarter century of 
literary gay life. White, almost uniquely, has been 
there for it all. He was at the Stonewall riot in 1969 
(which he “considered a rather silly event at the 
time; it seemed more Dada than Bastille, a kind of 
romp”), and he was at the core of the newly liber¬ 
ated “gay sensibility” (at once hedonistic and man¬ 
darin), which formed over the following decade. 

In 1979, White joined six other writers to form 
the Violet Quill - the literary group which more than 
any other defined this new gay life and provided it 
with its founding fictions. Thousands of young read¬ 
ers like me, sitting alone in our dormitories reading 
White and Andrew Holleran, discovered that we 
weren’t alone, that in fact everything was possible. 

In “The Gay Philosopher,” written in 1969, 
White presented the terms by which his generation 
would define itself. He repudiated the three funda¬ 
mental metaphors of homosexuality - sickness, 
crime, sin - and called for “new, more adequate 
myth-making.” In “The Joys of Gay Life” (1977), 
White answered this call himself, and celebrated 
the brave new world gay men had made when the 
old one had cast them out. 

In “Paradise Found,” a utopian essay written for 
Mother Jones, White betrays an anthropological 
delight in the rituals of his urban Eden. Since “sex, 
love and friendship may overlap but are by no 
means wholly congruent,” gay men have devised 
novel “complex, erotic molecules.” As for the 
charge that gay men are stuck in adolescence. White 
responds with Whitmanian fervor, “I have no con¬ 
tempt for that time of life when our friendships are 
more passionate and passions incorrigible and none 
of our sentiments yet compromised by greed or 
cowardice or disappointment.” Gay sex is “more 
playful or fantastic or artistic than marital - and 
friendship will be elevated into the supreme conso¬ 
lation for this continuing tragedy, human existence.” 

That was June, 1983. Ten years later the “con¬ 
tinuing tragedy” was no literary flourish, but a 


defining aspect of gay experience. Eden ended as 
suddenly as it began; of the original members of 
the Violet Quill, only three had survived the holo¬ 
caust of AIDS and White himself was infected. 

I still recall the trauma of reading White’s 
“Esthetics and Loss” when it appeared in Artforum 
(January 1987). For me. White here redeemed 
himself for every excess as he examined the rubble 
of his blasted beliefs. “What seems unquestionable 
is that ten years ago sex was for gay men a main 
reason for being.” No more. Sex was now poten¬ 
tially lethal, and art was scant consolation. White’s 
grim dictum: no more projects that require five 
years to finish. It was as if a prophet of a gay dis¬ 
pensation had sounded its death knell. “When a 
society based on sex and expression is deeroti- 
cized, its very reason for being can vanish.” 

Nevertheless, as if to spite himself. White went 
on to complete his magnum opus, a biography of 
Jean Genet, published last year to rave reviews. So 
it’s fitting that in his final essay, White addresses 
the contradictory demands of the “identity poli¬ 
tics” he helped create. There are some strange 
moments, as when he apologizes for “my nearly 
total silence in the face of AIDS.” But the effect of 
the whole is valedictory - an unpretentious sage 
sharing his wisdom with a new generation, a role 
that suits White surprisingly well. 

Ecumenical spirit 

If, as I’ve suggested, the chief interest of The 
Burning Library is the way it limns the evolution 
of a certain kind of gay consciousness (urban, 
upper middle-class white male), there are also 
other pleasures to be had. The bulk of the book is 
composed of literary reviews, celebrity profiles, 
and a revealing interview for the Paris Review. All 
of these, even the most perfunctory, are infused 
with White’s gracious intelligence. White has the 
knack of making the writers he reviews seem like 
personal friends (in several cases, they are). The 
pleasure he takes in their work is so evident that it 
makes us want to read, or re-read, the work itself - 
one sure sign of the critic’s gift. 

In fact, White has hardly a wicked word for 
anyone. The essays in The Burning Library are 
almost all “appreciations.” This is a little odd, 
especially if one compares him to the arch-essayist 
of the preceding generation - Gore Vidal - whose 
best writing is splendidly wicked. But the differ¬ 
ence is one of genealogy: White descends from 
Whitman, while Vidal recalls the Enlightenment 
philosophes and their rapier wit. 

White is probably the most generous critic an 
author could hope for. His sophistication exists in 
the service of friendship, it seems, even when the 
friendship reaches back to writers long departed, or 
to authors (like Burroughs) he can barely admire. 

Such democratic sympathy (Whitman’s “adhesive¬ 
ness”) may account for die one deficiency in White’s 
work - its lack of humor. White agrees with Bergson: 
“Humor reveals the triumph of the material over the 
spiritual.” I’d argue the exact opposite. Yet this defi¬ 
ciency may be forgiven in a critic as supremely con¬ 
siderate - in every sense - as Edmund White. T 












The Ins and Outs 
of Wrestling

W restling is viewed, 
at least by wrestlers, 
as the world’s most 
misunderstood 
sport, and rightly so. The only 
images I had of the sport while 
growing up were the spectacles 
on TV between the big brutes 
with the funny names (my 
father assured me those names 
were not real, a revelation as 
disappointing as finding out 
there was no Santa Claus) and, 
later, women mud wrestlers, 
who are also hard to take seri¬ 
ously. In fact, I never enter¬ 
tained the possibility that 
wrestling might be a serious 
sport until I read The World 
According to Garp. 

Over the past few years, I 
have become acquainted with a 
handful of wrestlers but still had 
never attended a practice or 
match. That changed a few 
weeks ago when I decided to sit 
in on a couple practices of the 
Golden Gate Wrestling Team. 

This team is a mixed-gender 
group of various ages and skill 
levels. The one obvious com¬ 
mon denominator here, besides 
the sport, is that all the members 
belong to the lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity. 

Most of the GG wrestlers 
recently competed in Gay 
Games IV in New York. Many 
came home with medals. The 
new category of competition 
known as Women’s Wrestling 
(i.e., female wrestlers compet¬ 
ing against other females rather 
than men) was introduced this 
summer in New York, and our 
San Francisco representatives 
did quite well. 

What’s it all about? 

Gene Dermody, one of the 
team’s coaches, helped me 
understand that many non-par¬ 
ticipants see wrestling as having 
a sexual overtone. This stereo¬ 
typed perception, he states 
emphatically, could not be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 

It was emphasized to me that 
heterosexual clubs/wrestlers visit 
quite frequently for sparring and 
friendly competition, and have 
never exhibited any unease or 
homophobia. Wrestlers (gay and 
straight) know that wrestling is 
not about sex. 

Because of my own experi¬ 
ences in the world of dance, the¬ 
atre and bodybuilding, I had no 
adverse reaction to the physical- 


ity of the sport; in short, I did 
not pick up any sexual nuances. 
And I would assume that most 
sports-minded people would 
agree with me. However, I can 
see how a neophyte (read: out of 
touch with athletics) might have 
difficulty understanding hands 
and arms wrapped around 
someone else’s crotch and 
wrestlers lying on top of each 
other grunting and groaning as 
just wrestling. But there are lots 
of sports like this. To me, it sim¬ 
ply looks like great fun. 

What they do 

As athletes arrive, the first 
order of business is putting out 
the mats. Warm-ups, such as 
stretching, rolling and falling, 
are performed on an individual 
basis. I noticed some moves 
similar to what could be found 
in aikido, yoga or dance. 

Next, there is the waiting for 
a partner to show up. 
Individuals wrestle with mem¬ 
bers of their own weight class. 
Pairs practice alone, occasional¬ 
ly instructed by a coach. 
Practice time is approximately 
two hours. 

Wrestling is a highly skilled 
technical sport. The better the 
technique, the better the wrestler. 
Of lesser importance is strength, 
endurance and flexibility. 

I was told of a match at the 
New York Games involving a 
very buffed, good-looking guy 
and his opponent, who appar¬ 
ently resembled Mr. 
Milquetoast. You guessed it. 
Milquetoast wiped the stud all 
over the mat because his tech¬ 
nique was flawless. 

Everything else being equal, 
however, it doesn’t hurt to have 
strength and wind, and wrestlers 
engage in numerous disciplines 
for cross-training. Members of 
this club also swim, run, bike, 
weight train, play lacrosse or do 
martial arts. 

Integrating 
mind and body 

In speaking with coaches and 
wrestlers about the benefits of 
wrestling, it becomes apparent 
that this sport (like many serious 
disciplines) is not only good for 
the body but also for the soul. At 
the same time wrestlers are hon¬ 
ing technique, they have to hone 
minds as well. Wrestling is not 
about aggressive behavior or 
showing off. As wrestlers 
become more skilled and gain
